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My  object  has  been  in  this  compilation  to  bring  together  in  as  complete 
J  form  as  possible  the  titles  of  New  Brunswick  books  and  pamphlets.  The 
list  includes  books  by  New  Brunswickers  and  books  printed  in  or  relating  to  the 
Province.  The  catalogue  of  titles  is  accompanied  in  many  cases  by  biograph- 
ical and  critical  sketches  of  the  writers  and  by  brief  descriptions  of  the  more 
important  books.  The  task  has  been  a  laborious  one  and  the  gathering  of 
the  material  has  occupied  a  space  of  five  years.  The  information  has  been 
obtained  from  a  great  variety  of  sources,  by  correspondence,  references  to  many 
books  and  personal  enquiry.  It  would  take  considerable  space  to  give  the 
names  of  all  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  assistance,  but  there  are  a  few  whom 
I  wish  particularly  to  thank  for  services  kindly  rendered.  These  are  Rev. 
W.  O.  Raymond,  S.  D.  Scott,  A.  A.  Stockton,  M.  P.  P.,  and  Jonas 
Howe,  of  St.  John  ;  Prof.  W.  F.  Ganono,  of  Northampton,  Mass. ;  Ray  C.

.\llan,  Lt.  Adam,  was  the  author  of  what 
was  probably  the  first  poetical  publication 
of  this  province.  He  w^as  a  Loyalist,  and 
during  the  war  had  a  Lieutenant's  commis- 
sion in  the  Queen's  Rangers.  Ho  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  al  Saint  Anne's  Point, 
now  Fredericton,  his  being  one  of  only  four 
houses  that  stood  there  in  1783.  He  re- 
ceived half  pay  and  resided  in  Fredericton 
and  York  county  until  his  death  in  1823  in 
his  OOth  year.  While  in  command  of  a  post 
at  (Irand  Falls  in  17!)S,  during  the  period 
of  alarm  between  the  Republic  and  the 
provinces,  he  comi)osed  his  description  of 
the  Falls,  a  very  spirited  and  graceful  poem. 
This  was  reprinted  from  liis  book  by  tin- 
s'-. John  "  Courier"  in  1845.  In  his  version 
of  the  "Gentle  Shepherd"  he  added  a 
third  scene,  of  his  own  composition,  to  the 
fourth  act  of  the  drama  and  a  song  or  two 
of  unusual  melody.  Of  this  work  ^Morgan 
in     his    "Bibliotheca    Canadensis"    si^ys:

His  journalM  give  a  minute 
account  of  his  stay  on  the  St.  John  lliver 
and  desi'ril)e  interestingly  the  nunnery  of 
the  Indian".

Allan,  Peter  John,  was  the  second  son  of 
Dr.  Colin  Allan,  a  surgeon  in  the  Imperial 
service  who  hehl  the  appointment  of  prin- 
cipal medical  odicer  at  llalifax,  hut  retired 
in  1830  anil  made  his  residence  at  Froder- 
ictoti.  He  was  born  at  York,  England,  on 
June  G,  182-3,  and  was  thus  eleven  years  of 
age  when  lie  came  to  the  capital  of  New 
Brunswick.  He  was  of  a  poetical  cast  of 
mind,  and  no  doubt  his  frecpient  rovings 
amid  the  groves  .ind  fields  surrounding  the 
celestial  had  much  to  do  in  moulding  the 
style  and  determining  the  n.ature  of  his 
future  writings. 

He  took  a  partial  course  at  the  University 
of  New  Brunswick  and  was  lield  in  liigh 
esteem  by  his  classmate?.  He  devoted  him- 
sell  to  all  their  pursuits  and  was  a  leader  in 
class-room  and  on  campus.  He  commenced 
tlio  reading  of  law,  though  his  natural  ajiti- 
tudc  was  for  literary  pursuits,  but  ho  was 
(letcrniined  in  character  and  overcame  his 


feelings  of  indillerence  toward  his  profcs- 
bion.  His  successful  jilcading  of  poor 
clients'  suits,  while  yet  an  amateur,  gave 
good  promise  of  a  worthy  career.  ^lean- 
while  literature  was  his  avocation,  and  Iiis 
contributions  to  the  local  journals  were 
(piite  freq  lent.  He  at  length  concluded  to 
publish  a  volmiie  of  verse,  and  was  at  work 
ii[)on  this  when  in  18 IS  he  was  suddenly 
stricken  with  fever  ami  tiled  after  a  brief 
illness. 

James  Mc(iregor  .Mian,  his  brother,  after- 
ward got  out  the  volume  with  a  short  bio- 
graphical sketch  by  himself.  In  it  he  speaks 
of  the  other's  physical  and  mental  attain- 
ments in  the  following  terms:  "My 
brother's  iiersoiinl  appearance  was  eminently 
!>  re  possess  inir.  In  stature  he  stood  six  feet 
three  inclics  at  the  least.  His  feature  ;  were 
classical,  sulliciently  regular,  manly  and  in- 
telligent;  his  dark  eyiM  spjrklod  with  wit 
and  good  humor;  and  when  he  wore  his 
beard  and  moiistaclie  trimmed  he  might 
have  sat  as  a  cavalier  to  \'andyk. 
His  reading  was  extensive,  though  irregular, 
his  mind  capacious  and  original,  bis  convcr- 
salicm  singularly  llucnt  and  agreeable,  and 
his  manners  most  winning." 

The  i)riMcipal  piece  in  tiic  collection  is  a 
fragment  Muitled  '•  Pygmalion,  Prince  of 
CyprchS,"  of  which  only  the  lirst  act  was 
written.  It  is  modelled  after  the  (ireek  and 
has  much  of  Attic  grace  and  delicacy. 
Of  his  lyrics  llev.  Mr  Christmas,  an 
'eminent  Knglisli  scholar  and  critic,  thus 
speaks:  "  Not  a  few  possess  so  much  poet- 
ical beauty  that  they  <lefy  criiicism."'  Those 
which  may  be  thus  cbaraclerizod,  he  says, 
are  "The  Lund  of  Dreams"  and  "The 
Christian  and  the  oor."  "  ^lany  ])ortions 
of  the  'B.itlie  of  Cressy,' "  he  coniir.ues, 
'■  are  extremely  si)i!ited  ;  and  had  Mr.  Allan 
lived,  his  natural  powers  and  refined  knowl- 
edge would  have  given  him  a  high  rank 
among  those  fervid  and  energetic  writers  at 
whose  head  Professor  Aytoun  now  stands. 
In  his  works  there  is  evidence  of  genius, 
high  enough  and  abundant  enough  to  delight 
the  poetical  mind." 

Allan  was  a  great  admirer  of  Byron.     He 
seemed  to  share  the  great  singer's  spirit, 
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nnri  Ins  poems  Iifiir  ii  15_vionic  slam|>.  Like 
till)  olliur,  lit:  (lic<l  111  t'urly  iiiaiiliiKul  ami,  to 
continue  tlio  juirallel,  liis  work  is  pcrviult'tl 
witli  gloom,  the  sliadow,  iicrliaps,  of  the 
ileatli  angel'.s  winj^H.  His  strongest  poem  is 
liis  "  Apost  oplie  to  the  ISlemory  of  llyron." 
Like  I'yroi  he  hived  IJivek  Hiibjcets,  and  lie 
transfers  the  simplieity  and  sweetness  of 
Athens'  bards  to  his  own  verse. 

S.  L.  Lee,  in  I^eslie  Stephen's  "  Dictionary 
of  >  ational  Biography"  (London),  gives 
some  aceount  of  Allan  and  criticizes  his  work 
in  llie  following  terms :  "  lie  shows  much 
metrical  skill  and  the  lyrics  intersi  ersed  in  u 
fragment  of  drama  entitled  '  I'ygmalion, 
Prince  of  Cypress,'  are  very  melodious. 
B;;'.  the  majority  of  the  poems  are  evidently 
very  youthful  productions  and  fail  to  ji'stily 
the  extravagant  e\pectati(>ns,  expiossed  by 
Allan's  friendly  critic.-!,  of  his  future  achieve- 
ments."

Allen.  Sir  John  C,  LL.  D.  (Oct.  1,  1S17), 
has  been  connected  for  over  forty  years 
(since  1851)  with  the  legislative  life  of  the 
province  and  has  established  a  reputation 
as  an  eminent  jurist,  lie  began  his  public 
life  in  1845,  when  he  was  appointed  a  com- 
missioner to  settle  claims  for  lands  on  the 
L'pper  St.  John  under  the  fourth  article  of 
the  treaty  of  Washington.  In  1851  he  was 
appointed  clerk  of  the  Executive,  and  in 
1856  he  was  elected  to  represent  his  native 
county  of  York  in  the  Assembly,  and  lie 
occupied  successively  the  Solicitorship, 
Speakership  and  Attorneyship.  In  1865  he 
was  elevated  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  in 
1875  succeeded  Hon.  W.  J.  Ritchie  as  Chief 
Justice  of  New  Brunswick.  He  possesses 
the  judicial  quality  of  mind  and  the  broad 
liberality  of  view  which  characterized  the 
name  of  Allen  during  its  connection  with 
the  legislative  history  of  New   Brunswick 


from  the  formation  of  the  province.  He 
has  ever  identified  iiiiuself  with  public  en- 
terprise and  has  especially  assisted  liistoric 
investigation  in  the  province.

Hates,  Walter,  has  the  lionor  to  lie  the 
author  of  one  of  the  reiost  extensively  circu- 
lated books  ever  publislied  in  this  province. 
Ills  account  of  Henry  INIcre  Smith  may  be 
considered  one  of  the  most  interesting  of 
curios  of  literature.  It  was  written  by  a 
man,  in  integrity  untiuestioned  and  in 
judgment  not  seemingly  credulous,  which 
renders  his  assertion  of  its  historic  value 
sound,  altliough  its  contents  are  more  re- 
markable than  the  most  daring  piece  of 
iiction. 

He  was  a  native  of  Stamford,  Conn., 
was  born  (tn  .March  14,  1700,  and  dicil  on 
Feb.  11,  1342.  Loyal  in  sentiment  when 
the  revolution  broke  out  lie  came  to  St. 
.Tohn  with  the  Spring  Fleet  of  1783  on  board 
the  ship  I'niou.  Ho  settled  at  Kingston 
and  became  one  of  the  chief  personages  in 
tliat  town.  He  was  for  many  years  sheriff 
of  Kings  County,  and  it  wiis  in  connection 
with  triat  position  that  he  witnessed  the 
strange  events  that  he  narrates.  He  v,a.5 
one  of  the  pillars  of  the  parish  church  and 
was  much  respected  for  his  upright  char- 
acter and  unblemished  reputation.  From 
such  a  man  the  tacts  presented  in  his  book 
should  carry  some  weight,  unless  Sheriff 
Bates  is  looked  upon  as  an  easily  duped 
enthusiast. 

The  events  related  in  the  buok  occurred 
between  the  years  ]S12  and  1815,  and  in 
1816  he  left  Kingston  for  Portland,  taking 
passage  on  the  slooj)  Wilmington  wilii  his 
narrative,  which  iie  had  prepared  for  jiubli- 
cation.  On  account  of  advarsi'  winds  he 
was  obliged  to  go  to  New  York,  ;ind  be 
appears  to  have  ciiangcd  bis  mind  in  regard 
to  liie  jijace  and  time  of  getting  out  the 
edition,  for  it  did  not  appear  until  1817, 
and  New  Haven,  Conn.,  was  the  place  of 
publication.  The  same  year  a  reprint  of  tiie 
work  appeared  in  London,  England. 

The  author's  second  edition  was  published 
by  Wm.  L.  Avery,  St.  .Tolm,  about  1837. 
This  contained  considerable  supplementary 
matter  detailing  Smith's  exploits  subsequent 
to  the  appearance  of  the  first  edition   and 


down  to  the  year  1836.  Geo.  W.  Day,  about 
1854,  reprinted  the  Avery  edition  with  a 
plate,  and  in  1855  G.  W.  IMiller  reproduced 
the  original  edition  at  Charlottetown.  Since 
then  G.  W.  Day  has  published  four  more 
editions  of  the  work,  the  fourth  in  1875  and 
the  fifth  in  1877.  The  last  is  sold  out  and 
he  is  thinking  of  publishing  yet  another. 
There  are  thus  altogether  nine  editions 
known  of  and  they  must  total  many  thous- 
and copies.  Day  jiublished  from  12,000 
to  15,000  in  his  five  editions. 

The  narrative  is  intensely  interesting  and 
is  written  in  a  quaint  style.  It  is  valuable 
not  only  for  the  account  of  this  wonderful 
man  but  also  for  the  references  to  men, 
places  aud  customs  of  that  early  period  in 
the  history  of  ihis  province. 

Mr.  Bates  atone  time  thought  of  publish- 
ing liis  manuscript  history  of  the  early  days 
of  Connecticut  and  in  1840  issued  a  pros- 
pectus of  the  work,  according  to  which  he 
proposed  to  contrast  the  Puritans  whosettled 
that  state  with  the  Loyalists  who  settled 
New  Brunswick.

Boyd,  Hon.  John,  Late  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  New  Brunswick,  is  known 
widely  as  the  most  popular  lecturer  the 
province  has  ever  produced.  From  the 
year  1847,  when  he  firsit  ascended  the 
rostrum,  he  was  in  constant  demand. 
He  wrote  in  all  over  firty  kctures  and 
these  have  been  delivered  hundreds  of 
times  throughout  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces. He  was  essentially  a  people's 
lecturer,  being  possessed  to  perfection  of 
the  knack  of  happy  and  pictures  (pie  ex- 
pression and  accompanying  his  tliougiit 
with  an  excellent  delivery.  He  always 
drew  crowded  houses  and  his  ellort.s 
were  rewarded  not  only  by  the  api)r(jl)a- 
tion  of  his  hearers  but  by  the  sub- 
stantial results  represente<l  by  the 
raising  in  this  way  of  some  thousands 
of  dollars  for  various  benevolent  objects.

vated to  the  Lieutenant  Governorship 
in  1893.  His  life  was  one  of  stern  ap- 
plication and  industry,  directed  nuiinly 
along  two  currents,  his  vocation -busi- 
ness, and  his  avocation — the  public  i)lat- 
form. 

Many  of  his  subjects  were  of  a  local 
bearing  and  are  on  that  account  parti- 
cularly pleasing.  He  had  in  sight  at 
the  time  of  Ids  death  three  new  lectures 
— one  on  the  "Life  of  Sir  Leonard 
Tilley  from  1850  till  1885,"  another  on 
the  "  Story  of  a  Life,  from  Belfast, 
Antrim,  to  Marysville,  York  County, 
(Alexander  Gibson;)"  and  a  third  on  the 
"  Story  of  the  C.  P.  R."  In  each  case  he 
had  obtained  very  interesting  material 
in  regard  to  his  subjects.

Carman,  William  Bliss,  M.  A.,  is  one  of  a 
trio  of  ex(piisite  nature  poets  who  owe  their 
nativity  to  F>edericton  and  their  poetic 
genius  to  theircommon  stock.  Theirs  was  a 
blood  whidi  produced  Fmerson,  for  their 
progenitor,  Rev.  Daniel  Bliss,  tiic  first 
pastor  of  Concord,  was  great-grand-father  of 
the  distinguished  American  bard. 

From  the  Rev.  Daniel  descenccd  a  line  of 
statesmen  and  lawyers  eminent  in  the 
annals  of  New  Brunswick.  His  son  was  the 
Hon.  Daniel  Bliss,  member  of  the  first 
Council,  and  his  grandson  was  Hnn.  John 
Murray  Bliss,  Solicitor-General,  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  Administrator  an<l 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  province.  Next 
came  Hon.  (Jeorge  Pidgeon  Bliss,  one  time 
Receiver-General,  a  second  cousin  of  Emer- 
son, and  father  of  three  daughters,  the 
mothers  of  Prof.  Roberts,  Bliss  Carman  and 
Barry  Stratton. 
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Hiiclj  Ih  Carman'M  tniitcrnal  anccHtry.  II'ih 
father  wan  William  Carman,  a  barriHter  liy 
prufeuHion  and  for  a  period  a  member  of  the 
New  BriinHwick  AHHemliiy  for  Northumber- 
land. He  also  hold  tlie  appointment  of 
Clerk  of  the  IMeaH  and  Clerk  in  Krpiity  uf 
the  Supreme  Court.  liliHH  waH  born  at 
Fredericton  on  the  olh  day  of  April,  1861. 
The  days  of  his  boyhood  he  spent  amid  the 
j^rovesand  fields  about  his  native  town  and 
in  his  beloved  birch  amung  the  islands 
dotting  the  river  Ht.  John.  He  attended  the 
Collegiate  School,  then  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  (ieorge  R.  I'arkin,  and  "to 
him,  tint  high-hearted  man,"  Mr.  Carman 
writes,  "I  owe  my  education,  such  as  it  is." 
He  matriculated  to  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick  and  after  a  successful  course 
graduated  B.  A.  in  1881. 

He  engaged  in  a  variety  of  literary  work 
and  for  a  period  taught  school  in  his 
native  province,  but  the  year  181)0  foun<l 
him  in  New  York  sitting  at  an  editorial 
desk  in  the  literary  department  of  the  Inde- 
pendent. He  has  contributed  in  verse  to 
such  leading  magazines  as  the  Atlantic, 
Century  and  Athena'nm,  and  his  poems 
have  appeared  also  in  "Songs  of  the  (Ireat 
Donunion"  and  the  "Younger  American 
Poets."  He  has  also  just  publisued  a  col- 
lection to  which  he  gives  the  title  of  one  of 
his  best  productions,  "Low  Tide  at  Grand 
Pre." 

Sonje  critics  are  inclined  to  call  Carman 
the  laureate.  It  does  not  seem,  though, 
that  he  fulfils  the  essentials  necessary  to  this 
position.  The  laureate  must  be  Canadian 
in  subject,  sentiment  and  style.  Carman 
may  be  considered  in  some  respects  dis- 
tinctively Canadian.  All  through  his  work 
are  the  touches  of  bright  fancy,  the  brilliant 
word  painting,  the  reflection  of  national 
scenery  that  proclaims  him  a  poet  of  his 
fatherland.  But  there  pulses  in  his  verse 
the  strong,  free  spirit  of  tht  Norse,  he 
mirrors  the  gloomy  grandeur  of  tlie 
mountains  and  fiords  of  the  northland.  The 
haze  of  obscurity  that  surrounds  the  char- 
acter, lives,  history  and  writings  of  this 
berserk  race  has  enveloped  Carman's  verse 
and  it  has  that  subtle,  vague  imprsssion  of 


mystery  whicth  in  its  unsatisfying  delight 
produ(!es  a  feeling  akin  to  that  of  pain  that 
pleases. 

Among  his  nnehteflorts  may  be  mentioned 
"The  Wraith  of  the  Red  Hwan"  and  "The 
Kelpie  Riders."  They  are  not  mere  surface 
poems,  they  have  to  be  read  many  times  to 
be  appreciated,  so  subtle  is  their  spiritual 
meaning,  so  refined  their  interpretation  <»f 
nature.  Tin'V  are  sir.iugely  and  daringly 
conceived  and  wrought  out  and  may  be 
counted  among  the  few  l>esl  poems  in 
Canadian  anthology.

His 
verses  How  in  sweet,  strong,  uudulalii:g 
cadence  and  impart  that  pecidiar  fascination 
of  word-wealth,  which  is  produced  when 
each  stands  out  bold  and  clear,  yet  set  in  the 
line  in  perfect  harmony.  lOacli  sylialiie,  in 
'•The  Wraith  of  tiie  Re<l  Swiin,"  rolls  on, 
rising  and  falling,  as  mobile  and  withal  as 
powerful  as  the  waves  upon  which  the  Red 
Swan  rode.  One  form  of  Canada's  national 
verse  is  the  iioat  song,  for  Canada  is  pre- 
eminent in  water  sports  and  inspiration 
Hows  freely  where  national  success  is 
greatest.  Carman  loved  his  canoe  and 
much  time  he  has  spent  in  his  birch  on  the 
blue  reaches  of  tiie  St.  Jolin.  Willi  ex- 
(juisite  skill  he  translates  the  language  and 
s|)irit  of  the  summer  river  with  its  long 
drawn-out  oblivion  of  time  and  space.

At  the  death  of  his  father  in  1824  he  suc- 
I  ceeilod  to  his  seat  on  the  bench  and  in   tho 
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Council.  lie  also  succeeded  him  as  coiu- 
missioner  on  the  boundary  question  and  as 
secretary  of  tlie  Indian  School  at  Sussex.  In 
1825  and  again  in  1833  he  was  appointed  by 
the  British  government  umpire  to  apportion 
the  customs  duties  between LT,) pit-  and 
Lower  Canada.  From  1834  until  his  death 
in  1851,  at  the  age  of  64  years,  he  was  chief 
Justice  of  the  province.

Chubb,  Henry,  was  born  at  St.  John  in 
1787,  and  at  an  early  age  was  apprenticed  to 
Jacob  S.  Mott,  King's  Printer.  On  May  2, 
1811,  he  issued  tlie  first  number  of  the 
"New  Brunswick  Courier,"  a  paper  destined 
to  become  a  considerable  factor  in  determin- 
ing events  during  the  succeeding  half  cen- 
tury of  stirring  times.  Mr.  Chubb  issued 
the  paper  as  sole  proprietor  until  1842, 
when  he  took  into  partnership  Samuel  Seeds 
and  Henry  J.  Chubb,  his  eldest  son.  The 
latter  died  in  1846  and  his  father  in  1855, 
and  the  paper  continued  to  be  conducted  by 
Mr.  Seeds  and  the  surviving  sons,  Thomas 
Chubb  and  George  James  Chubb.  In  1803 
Mr.  Seeds  retired,  and  in  1865  Thomas 
Chubb  did  likewise  and  the  paper,  which 
had  been  regularly  issued  as  a  weekly 
throughout  tiie  whole  period  of  its  existence, 
a  space  of  fifty-four  years,  vas  then  discon- 
tinued. 

The  New  Brunswick  Almanac  and  Regis- 
ter. [This  was  started  soon  after  Mr. 
Chubb  founded  his  publishing  house,  and 
the  astronomical  calculations  were  pre- 
pared at  first    by    Bernard  Kiernan,  who 


came  to  St.  John  from  Ireland  in  1811,  as- 
sisted in  the  opening  of  St.  Malaclii's 
Chapel  in  1815,  as  one  of  the  first  wardens, 
and  removed  to  South  America  in  1824. 
The  Almanac  continued  to  be  pul)lished  an- 
nually for  a  space  of  half  a  century  almost. 
In  1849  an  especially  good  one  was  gotten 
up  by  the  Fredericton  "Atlienaeuru,"  a 
scientific  and  literary  society.  Archdeacon 
Coster  president,  and  Dr.  RobI),  of  tlie 
University  of  New  Brunswick,  secretary. 
This  was  published  also  in  1850  and  1851, 
but  the  publishers  found  that  their  laudable 
effort  to  issue  a  first-class  Almanac  was  not 
meeting  with  the  encouragement  that  it  de- 
served, and  they  were  obliged  to  return  to 
the  more  meagre  afl'iiir  then  in  vogue.  At 
this  time  and  for  some  years  Dr.  Robb  had 
been  preparing  the  astronomical  matter  for 
the  Almanac].

Cooney,  Rev.  Robert,  D  D.,  was  born  at 
Dublin,  June  24,  1800,  and  came  to  New 
Brunswick  in  1824.

DeMille,  Prof.  James,  M.  A.,  may  very 
correctly  be  considered  the  foremost 
among  Canadian  novelists.  The  term 
Canadian  is  used  only  in  reference  to  his 
nativity,  for  as  a  writer  of  fit^tion  he  is 
really  an  American  in  his  style,  in  his 
audience  and  in  his  subject  matter  and 
inaterial. 

He  was  the  son  of  Nathan  S.  De- 
Mille, a  prominent  merchant  of  St. 
John,  and  there  he  was  born  in  18;)4. 
He  was  educated  at  Horton  Academy 
and  Acadia  College,  Wolfville,  N.  S., 
matriculating  into  the  college  in  1849 
and  at  Brown  Cniversity,  Providence,  R. 
I.,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1854. 
For  a  time  he  was  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
winding  uji  the  ufTairs  of  a  mining  asao- 
(;iati()n,  and  then  sfient  some  years  in 
business  at  St.  Jolm.  in  18(;i  he  was 
called  to  the  dassic^al  chair  at  Acadia 
and  in  1S()4  resigned  it  to  take  tlie  chair 
of  iMiglish  IJterature  and  history  at 
Dalhousie.  In  this  capacity  he  re- 
mained until  iiis  death,  which  was  on 
.lanuary  28tii,  1880.  He  married  adaugli- 
ter  of  Rev.  John  Pryor,  tiie  first  presi- 
dent of  Acadia,  and   had  four  children. 

Ho  early  displayed  a  taste  for  author- 
ship and  made  his  oebut  in  the  '  Chris- 
tian Visitor."  While  at  college  he  con- 
tributed many  sketches  and  stories  for 
various  journals^  and  some  college  songs 
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that  lie  wrote  are  now  contained  in  the 
Brown  song  book.  Later  he  commenced 
to  write  on  a  larger  scale,  supplying 
novels  and  boj's'  stories  for  Harper  & 
I?ros.,  D.  Apploton  &  Co.,  Lee  &  Shcp- 
pard,  and  otiier  leading  publishers. 

He  proved  himself  an  admirable  boys' 
story  writer.  The  "B.  O.  W.  C."  and 
"Young  Dodge  Club"  series  are  very  en- 
tertaining tales  of  school  life  at  Grand 
Pre  Academy,  (in  reality  Horton  Aca- 
demy), where  he  spent  his  school  days. 
The  stories  are  founded  on  facts  con- 
nected with  ins  own  and  his  associates' 
adventures  there.  They  tell  of  treasure 
digging  expeditions  to  Grand  Pre,  fights 
with  tiie  (laspereaugians,  camping  out 
on  "the  liill,"  sailing  expeditions  about 
Minas  Basin  and  the  Bay  of  Fundy, 
mineral  hunting  on  the  face  of  Blomi- 
don,  castaway  adventures  on  Isle  Haute, 
the  jierils  of  being  "lost  in^the  fog"  off 
Quaco,  and  various  adventures  at  Spen- 
cer's Island,  Five  Islands,  Scott's  Bay  and 
other  places  about  these  shores.  Much  of 
this  sort  of  thing  gathers  around  the  life 
of  the  Acadia  student  even  yet.  Tiie  cus- 
tom still  prevails  of  taking  annual  ex- 
cursions by  sail  or  steam  about  the 
neighboring  basin  and  bay  shores. 

His  novels  were  very  representative 
American  productions.  They  were  ex- 
travaganzas of  the  most  pronounced 
tyi)e  and  could  not  help  but  be  popular. 
Several  of  them  appeared  in  Harper's 
Magazine  before  being  published  in  book 
form.  They  are  highly  dramatic,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  criticism  they  may  be 
divided  into  two  divisions,  melo-drama 
and  comedy.  Of  the  melo-dramatic, 
"Cord  and  Crease"  is  representative.  In 
this  he  is  too  sensational  and  his  work 
is  too  rapid  and  careless,  though  there 
are  instances  of  fine  writing.  With  relief, 
however,  tlie  reader  tarns  from  them  to 
his  comedy  fiction. 

Hero  he  is  without  question  superb. 
He  is  possessed  of  a  daring  of  invention, 
an  inimitiable  power  in  the  portrayal  of 
grotesque  character,  a  marvellous  fecun- 
dity in  the  creation  of  the  most  start- 
ling and  fantastic  denouements,  and  an 


utter  abandon  which  relieves  him  of 
any  charge  of  unnaturalness.  This  is 
not  life,  it  may  be  said;  such  characters 
never  existed,  such  events  never  oc- 
curred; but  then  DeMille  is  not  por- 
traying life,  he  is  telling  a  story  and  as 
a  story  teller,  as  a  man  who  can  relate 
the  most  astonishing  thing  in  the  most 
natural  manner  he  has  few  equals. 

The  great  fault  with  DeMille  lay  in 
the  fact  that  he  was  too  rapid  in  his 
execution.  He  dashed  ofl  everything  at 
lightning  speed  and  never  thought  of 
revision.  His  work  was  the  rare  pro- 
duct of  a  very  fruitful  natural  genius,  he 
did  not  resort  at  all  to  refining  processes. 
One  of  his  novels  shows,  however,  what 
he  could  do.  It  was  published  after  his 
death  and  anonymously,  but  it  is  cer- 
tain that  it  wasDeMille's.  It  is  entitled 
"A  Strange  Manuscript  Found  in  a  Cop- 
per Cylinder."  Unlike  his  other  work  it 
is  a  novel  with  a  purpose,  it  has  a 
sociological  bearing.  It  describes  a  peo- 
ple, called  the  Kosekin,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  region  about  the  South  Polo,  who 
live  in  conditions  exactly  oj^posed  to  our 
own.  He  satirizes  the  race  for  wealth 
and  fame,  the  eager  desire  for  life  by 
portraying  a  people  whose  greatest  ends 
are  poverty,  darkness  and  death,  and 
whose  chief  object  of  ambition  is  the 
sacrificial  bier.  The  book  abounds  in 
lurid,  powerful  description  of  this  en- 
chanted land,  with  its  six  months  of 
night  and  six  months  of  day,  and  with 
its  strange  people  and  hideous  customs. 

In  addition  to  his  novels  Prof.  DeMille 
Iircpared  an  excellent  Rhetoric  whicii 
was  published  by  Harper  &  Bros  a  year 
or  two  before  his  death.  He  was  also  a 
writer  of  prose,  and  ho  left  behind  him 
some  very  fine  fragments.  Prof  ]\Ic- 
Mechan,  his  biograpiior,  considers  that 
one  of  these,  entitled  "Behind  the  Veil," 
has  qualities  wliich  should  make  it  an 
enduring  piece  of  literature,  very  differ- 
ent from  his  rather  mediocre  and  ephe- 
meral novels. 

Prof.  DeMille  was  a  very  differently 
constituted  man  from  Author  DeMille. 
In  the  class-room  he  was  .thorongh  and 
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painstaking,  and  his  work  at  Acadia  ard 
Dalhousie  was  excellent.  His  lectures 
were  always  well  i)rei)ared  and  indicated 
his  excellent  taste.  lie  inspired  among 
the  students  literary  activity  and  proved 
himself  to  be  able  to  fdl  well  the  Eng- 
lish chair,  perhaps  the  most  difficult  of 
all  professorships.  His  'Rhetoric"  was 
prepared  ftjr  college  use  and  is  a  valua- 
ble text  book.  To  show  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  hold  by  educationists  it 
might  be  stated  tiiat  he  wa.s  at  (.ne  time 
ofTered  thesuperintendeticy  of  education 
for  Nova  Scotia,  but  refused. 

Prof.  DeMille  was  described  as  a  very 
fine  looking  man,  genial  and  accom- 
plished, lie  was,  beside  being  an  ex- 
tempore composer  of  prose  and  verse 
and  a  natural  linguist,  a  skilful  musician 
and  artist,  and  prepared  many  of  the 
sketches  for  his  novels  He  was  very 
pleasing  in  address  and  his  varied 
talents  made  him  an  agreeable  com- 
panion wherever  he  went.

Dole,  William  Peters,  M.  A.,  is  re- 
marked chiefly  by  the  polish  which 
characterizes  his  writings  both  in  j)rose 
and  verse.  He  is  a  man  of  varied  at- 
tainment and  has  written  on  classical 
and  political  themes  with  equal  skill. 

lie  was  born  in  St.  John,  June  5th 
1825,  the  eldest  son  of  Mark  Dole,  who 
came  to  New  Brunswick  from  Massachu- 
setts early  in  the  century.    Uis  mother 


was  Elizabeth  I'owler,  daughter  of  a 
Loyalist.  On  his  father's  side  he  was 
descended  from  an  ancient  British  fam- 
ly,  originally  of  French  extraction,  the 
name  being  derived  from  the  old  town 
of  Dol  in  Briitany.  A  member  of  this 
family,  Richard  Dole,  ancestor  of  the 
American  branch,  settled  at  Newbury  in 
1G39. 

Mr.  Dole  received  his  early  education 
at  private  schools  in  St.  John,  from 
which  he  passed  to  the  Grammar  school 
where  ho  became  leader  and  corpora- 
tion gold  medalist.  In  1845  he  matricu- 
lated at  King's  College,  I'redericton, 
where  he  won  many  honors  as  a  classi- 
cal student,  carrying  off  several  prizes 
and  scholarshiiis.  At  the  end  of  a  three 
years  course  he  passed  his  examination 
for  the  degree  in  arts. 

He  then  entered  the  oflice  of  W.  J. 
Ritchie,  late  Chief  Justice  of  Canada,  for 
the  study  of  law.  In  1852  he  was  ad- 
mitted attorney  and  the  following  year 
was  called  to  the  bar.  He  practised  his 
profession  until  1870,  when  he  abandoned 
the  callling.  and  in  conjunction  with  Dr. 
James  Hutchison  established  a  large 
school  in  St.  John,  At  the  passing  of  the 
Free  School  Act  he  entered  the  public 
servioe  and  for  several  years  held  an  ap- 
pointment  as  inspector  of  schools.  For 
the  last  ten  years  he  has  kept  a  private 
school  in  St.  John. 

He  has  contributed  very  extensively 
to  the  press  of  the  province  on  a  wide 
range  of  subjects,  including  literature, 
history  and  politics.  He  has  held  strong 
views  politically  and  has  written  many 
leading  articles  for  the  papers  expressing 
those  views.  In  British  politics  he  is 
Conservative  and  in  Canadian  politics 
Liberal,  taking  an  active  part  in  oi)po- 
sition  to  the  whole  scheme  of  Confedera- 
tion. His  prose  style  is  rhetorical  and 
polished  and  the  thought  mature  and 
decided.  In  the  skilful  manipulation  of 
language  he  is  adroit. 

His  verse  has  appeared  in  the  New 
England  and  other  magazines.  His 
poetic  characteristic  is  the  admirable 
polish  that   adorns  and    beautifies  his 
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sonnets  and  lyrics.  They  possess  the 
grace  of  the  classic  poets,  the  masters 
whom  he  serves.  Oliver  Wendall  Holmes 
has  admired  Mr.  Dole's  verse  very  much 
and  has  congratulated  him  on  the  excel- 
lence of  many  of  his  efforts  as  they  have 
appeared. 

Mr.  Dole  has  a  fancy  for  Anacreontics. 
He  has  a  happy  taste  in  reproducing 
the  Greek  singer's  style  in  every  particu- 
lar. He  reproduces  the  metrical  con- 
struction, the  very  verbiage  and  the 
style.  There  is  an  air  of  light  treated, 
gay-spirited  abandon  to  the  pleasures  of 
life  that  Mr.  Dole  portrays  very  success- 
fully, so  that  he  even  rivals  Tom  Moore 
as  a  translator  of  Anacreon. 

Mr.  Dole  is  also  somewhat  of  a  patri- 
otic poet.  He  was  the  successful  com- 
petitor for  a  prisse  offered  for  a  Jubilee 
Ode  at  the  celebration  in  St.  John  in 
1887,  and  he  also  wrote  a  very  spirited 
centennial  ode.

Elder,  Hon  William,  A,  M,,  LL.  D.,  was 
born  at  Malin,  Irelan  i,  July  22,  1822,  and 
died  at  St.  John,  July  23,  188  i.

Fenety,  George  Edward,  was  born  at 
Halifax,  1812,  and  at  the  age  of  17  entered 
the  office  of  the  "Nova  Scotian,"  the  Hon. 
Joseph  Howe's  paper.  In  1835  he  went  to 
New  York,  and  after  a  time  became  asso- 
ciate editor,  and  later  proprietor  of  the 
"Planter's  Advocate,"  at    Donaldsville  on 


the  Mississippi,  sixty-tive  miles  above  New 
Orleans.

Fisher,  Peter,  was  a  native  of  Staten 
Island,  New  York,  where  he  was  born  dur- 
ing the  Revolutionary  troubles.  He  came 
with  his  father  to  New  Brunswick  and  re- 
sided at  Fredericton.  There  he  engaged  in 
business  aad    died  ou  August  15th,  1848. 


His  descenflanta  liavo  made  the  name  promi- 
nent in  the  h>gislative  and  industrial  his* 
tory  of  the  proviniie,  chief  anionir  them  be- 
ing the  Hon.  Chas.

In  a  literary  way  he  is  remembered  as  the 
first  historian  of  New  Brunswick.  His 
work  is  a  valuable  one,  giving  an  excellent 
insight  into  the  life  and  manners  of  the 
Loyalist.s.  The  book  was  published  anony- 
mously. The  preface  contains,  among  other 
things,  the  following  words:  The  work, 
however  imperfect,  nuist  be  useful,  .-is  giving 
ihe  first  general  outline  of  the  province,  and 
interesting  to  every  pers(jn  who  possesses 
a  feeling  of  interest  for  his  own  fireside.

Fleming,  ^Irs.  May  Agnes,  was  i)robably 
the  llrsl  Canadian  novelist  to  appear  i)efore 
the  American  rcider.  She  rapiilly  rose 
into  popularity,  and  her  works  have  been 
read  very  widely  and  been  through  many 
editions. 

Her  father  was  licrnard  Early.  She  was 
born  at  St.  John  on  November  15,  1840,  and 
receiveil  her  education  at  the  convent  of  the 
Sacred  Heart.  She  was  assisted  much  in 
her  intellectual  advancement  by  Father 
Dunphy. 

She  early  gave  evidence  of  literary  taste 
and  inclinations,  and  when  about  seventeen 
years  of  age  began  lo  write  novels  and 
stories  of  high  life.  Her  first  productions 
appeared  in  1857  or  1858,  one  in  a  St.  John, 
the  other  in  a  New  York  journal,  under  the 
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nom  de  pliiino  of  "Cousin  May  Ciirleton." 
•*Zlon;  an  Old  Man's  Tale,"  appeared  in 
Willis's  Western  Recorder,  (Si.  .lolin),  and 
"Tiie  Last  of  (lie  Mountjoys,  a  tale  of  the 
Days  of  (ineen  lOlizahetli,"  in  the  "Mer- 
cury," (New  York.)  Ho  favorably  was  the 
latter  story  rceeived  that  .^he  was  appointed 
on  the  regular  contributing  stall'  of  the 
"Mercury"  to  write  serials  an<l  short  stories. 

While  she  wrote  romance  there  was  a 
tinge  of  romance  in  her  own  life.  She  met 
in  St.  John  a  handsome,  stalwart  mechanic, 
John  W.  Fleming,  and  married  him  on 
August  24th,  1885,  after  an  aoipiaintance  of 
only  three  weeks.  She  luul  now  come  into 
considerable  prominence  and  her  work  was 
much  sought  after  by  leading  publishers. 
Her  serials  appeared  in  the  "Mercury," 
"Weekly"  and  "Ledger,"  of  New  York. 
"Saturday  Night,"  of  Philadelphia,  "Bos- 
ton Pilot,"  "London  Journal,"  and  other 
periodicals.  Many  of  her  novels  have  been 
dramatized  and  have  been  performed  with 
success.  They  have  all  passed  through 
many  editions  and  have  been  constantly 
read. 

She  lived  in  various  parts  of  St.  John  and 
in  Carleton,  where  it  might  be  mentioned 
that  she  had  taught  school  in  her  parly 
days.  She  also  resided  for  a  time  in  Bos- 
ton. About  1876  slie  removed  to  New 
York,  and  lived  there  until  her  death, 
which  occurred  on  March  24 ,  1880.  Her 
liusband  and  four  children,  two  sons  and 
two  daughters,  are  now  living  in  Brooklyn, 
where  Mr.  Fleming  is  superintendent  in  a 
boiler  works,  and  where  he  figures  as  an 
amateur  writer  for  the  press.  Her  mother 
and  mother-in-law  are  living  in  St.  John. 

She  was  a  very  popular  autiior,  one  of 
the  most  popular  in  fact  of  America's 
writers  of  sensation  for  the  story  paper.  So 
Avell  liked  is  the  name  of  May  Agnes 
Fleming  that  the  story  papers  continue  to 
make  capital  out  of  it  by  publishing  stories 
under  her  name,  though  she  has  been  dead 
thirteen  years. 

She  was  rapid  in  composition,  and  it  was 
her  custom  to  write  her  stories  with  the 
work  of  prominent  English  writers  of  so- 
ciety fiction  before  her  as  models. 


Her  chief  novels  were  "(Juy  KarUcourt'8 
Wife,"  "A  Terrible  SecTet,"  "A  Wonderful 
W.unan,"  and  "Tho  Midnight  (iueen."  in 
addition  to  her  serial  novels  she  wrote  hun- 
dreds of  sketches   and   short  stories.

(ianong,  William  Francis,  M.  A.,  has 
ContribHtcd  considerably  to  ti.e  historical 
and  scientific  literature  of  this  province. 
He  was  born  at  St.  John  February  19,  1864, 
and  at  twenty  years  of  age  graduated  in 
arts  at  the  University  of  New  Brunswick. 
Ho  obtained  the  B.  A.  of  Harvard  in  1887, 
and  during  the  six  years  following  filled  a 
position  on  the  stalTof  that  institution.  He 
is  at  present  studying  in  Germany.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Na- 
turalists, Boston  Society  of  Natural  His- 
tory, Torrey  Botanical  Club  of  New  York, 
Literary  and  Historical  Society  of  Quebec, 
and  the  Scientific  Societies  of  the  Atlantic 
Provinces.

GcFner,  Abraham,  M.  D.,  F.  G.  S.,  born 
at  Cornwall's,  N.  S.,  died  at  Halifax,  April 
29,1861.  He  studied  medicine  in  Europe 
under  eminent  teachers  and  took  honorable 
standing,  but  natural  history  was  his 
favorite  calling.  In  1835  he  commenced  a 
survey  of  New  Brunswick  for  the  govern- 
ment, but  discontinued  it  in  1812  in  come- 
quence  of  a  disagreement  between  the  legis- 
lature and  the  executive.  He  also  did 
geological  work  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 
Edward  island.  He  was  the  discoverer  of 
kerosene  and  of  the  modes  of  extracting  oils 
from  coals  and  bituminous  substances,  and 
established  two  extensive  oil  manufactories 
in  New  York.  He  also  di<l  exploratory 
work  on  the  fisheries  along  the  coast  of 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador.  He  collected 
a  valuable  museum  of  natural  history, 
which  became  the  property  of  the  Mechrai- 
ics'  Institute,  St.  John.  Shortly  before  liis 
death  he  had  been  offered  the  chair  of 
natural  history  at  Dalhousie  College,  Hali- 
fax. He  was  Indian  Ccmmissioner  for 
Nova  Scotia  in  1850,  and  was  »  member  of 
the  Royal  Geological  Society  and  other 
learned  bodies.  He  left  in  manusciipt  a 
a  work  on  the  "Fisheries  of  Nova  Scotia."

Goldsmith,  Oliver,  grand-nephew  of  the 
great  English  poet  of  the  same  name.  His 
grandfather  was  Henry  Goldsmith,  elder 
brother  of  Oliver,  and  who,  it  is  believed, 
furnished  the  latter  with  a  model  for  his 
master  pieces  of  pen  pictures — the  school 
master  and  the  poor  curate. 

His  son  Henry  left  his  home  and  settled 
in  New  England.  He  accompanied  the 
Loyalist  band  to  New  Brunswick  and  set- 
tled at  St.  And^ew■^,  where  he  received  the 
appointment  of  Collector  of  Customs,  Later 
he  removed  to  Annapolis  and  filled  a 
position  as  Deputy  Assistant  Commissory 
General  there.  He  was  afterward  trans- 
ferred to  St.  John,  and  died  June  6th,  1811, 
aged  56. 

At  Annapolis  his  son  Oliver  was  born  in 
1787.  He  entered  the  commissariat  depart- 
ment as  clerk  and  eventually  obtained  the 
position  which  his  father  had  held.  He 
took  a  warm  interest  in  Free  Maaonary,  and 
for  several  years  was  Worthy  Master  o^ 
Albion  Lodge,  St.  John,  where  he  resided 
for  a  long  period.  He  removed  in  1844  to 
Hong  Kong,  whence  he  sent  to  Albion  a 
set  of  solid  silver  lodge  jewels.  He  died  in 
July,  1361,  at  Liverpool,  England,  and 
Albion  held  a  "Lodge  of  Sorrow,"  a  cer- 
mony  seldom  held  in  St.  John. 

He  was  much  given  to  literature  and  had 
collected  material,  it  is  said,  for  a  biographi- 
cal work  on  distinj[uislied  men  of  his  native 
province.  His  chief  effort,  however,  was  a 
poem — The  Rising  Village — modeled  after 
"The  Deserted  Village"  of  his  famous 
grand-uncle.  The  poem  was  first  publibhed 
in  London  in  1825.  In  1834  a  second 
edition  was  published  in  St.  John  along 
with  other  poems.  The  latter  is  a  small 
silk  bound  volume  neat  in  appearance.  The 
book  is  dedicated  to  the  inhabitants  of  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  and  the  title 
poem  to  his  brother,  Henry  Goldsmith,  of 
Annapolis. 

In  his  preface  he  says:  "The  celebrated 
autlior   of   'The     Deserted    Village'    has 
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pathetically  displayed  the  anguish  of  his 
countrymen  on  being  forced,  from  various 
causes,  to  quit  their  native  plains,  endeared 
to  them  by  so  many  delightful  recollections, 
and  to  seek  a  refuge  in  regions  at  that  time 
unknown,  or  but  little  heard  of.  It  would 
perhaps,  have  been  a  subject  of  astonish- 
ment to  him  could  he  have  known  that  in 
the  course  of  events  some  of  his  own  rela- 
tions were  to  be  natives  of  such  distant 
countries,  and  that  a  grandson  of  his  brother 
Henry,  to  whom  he  dedicated  his  'Travel- 
ler,' would  first  draw  his  breath  at  no  great 
distance  from  the  spot  where 
'Wild  Oswego  spreads  her  swamps  around, 
And  Niagara  stuns  with  thundering  sound.' 

"In  the  Rising  Village  I  have  endeavored 
to  describe  the  sufferings  which  the  earlier 
settlers  experienced,  the  difficulties  which 
they  surmounted,  the  rise  and  progress  of  a 
young  country,  and  the  prospects  which 
promise  happiness  to  its  future  possessors." 

The  poem  is  written  in  the  graceful 
rhyming  couplet,  which  was  so  popular  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  and  early 
in  this  century.  This  form  of  verse  is  cer- 
tainly a  fine  medium  of  poetic  expression, 
it  has  such  an  easy  pleasant  swing,  and  its 
elasticity  parmits  the  heart  to  give  expres- 
sion to  its  feelings  freely.  This  is  the 
earliest  of  Cinadian  poems,  poems  written 
by  Canadians,  that  is,  by  dwellers  in  the 
land  now  called  Canada  and  treating  of 
the  country — the  earliest  at  least  of  those 
poems  of  special  importance.  Tiiis  will  add 
int3rest  to  it  in  the  eyes  of  the  bibliophil, 
and  it  will  iiave  an  importance  to  the  stu- 
dent of  his  country,  for  it  is  the  sole  dis 
cription  in  verse  by  an  eye  witness  of  the 
birth  of  a  settlement  in  Canada  a  hundred 
years  ago. 

He  models  his  style  after  that  of  his 
progenitor,  and  as  an  imitator  he  proves 
himself  adept.  The  qualities  of  his  man- 
ner are  admirable.  Tiiere  is  the  grace  and 
beauty,  the  ((uaint  humor  and  the  seifcibili- 
ty  that  distinguished  the  immortal  Noll. 
There  is  sympathy  between  his  subject, 
himself  and  form  of  verse  added  to  a  skilful 
and  happy  touch.  The  poem  would  com- 
pare favorably  with  ''The  Deserted  Vil- 
age,"   but  of  course  it  cannot  claim  to  be 


more  than  an  imitation  and  none  but  origi- 
nators can  demand  the  plaudits  of  men.

Ilannay,  James,  one  of  the  best  known 
among  Cana<lian  historians.  He  was  born 
at  Richibucto,  Kent  Co.,  April  22,  1842, 
of  Scotch  rlcscent,  and  James  Hiiunay,  the 
friend  of  Thackeray,  wiis  of  his  family. 
He  studied  law  in  St.  John,  and  in  18(56 
was  called  to  the  bar. 

Before  reaching  his  majority  he  entered 
the  newspaper  fiidd,  and  has  been  connected 
with  different  journals  in  St.  John  for  near- 
ly thirty  years.  From  1872  to  1883  he  was 
associate  editor  of  the  "Telegraph."  In  the 
latter  year  he  went  to  Montreal  to  assume 
editorial  duties  on  the  ''Herald."  From 
1885  to  1888   he  was  connected  with  the 


Brooklyn  "Eagle,"  first  as  general  writer, 
then  as  literary  editor,  and  finally  as  asso- 
ciate editor.  Since  1888  he  has  been  in  St. 
John  filling  the  editorial  chair  of  the 
"Gazette,"  and  later  of  the  "Telegraph." 

Mr.  Hannay  has  successfully  entered  vari- 
ous fields  of  literary  endeavo"*,  now  writing 
a  spirited  editorial,  now  a  sweet  and  easy- 
fiowing  ballad,  now  an  exhaustive  historical 
work,  now  a  bright  and  racy  magazine  arti- 
cle or  story.  His  style  of  diction  through- 
oat  all  these  forms  of  literary  expression  is 
graceful  and  simple  and  his  imagination  is 
pleasing  and  modestly  colored. 

He  has  dooe  a  great  deal  of  historical 
work,  but  that  which  gave  him  his  reputation 
was  his  History  of  Acadia,  an  elaborate  and 
scholarly  book,  combining  the  research  of 
the  historian,  the  judicial  manner  of  (he 
thinker  and  the  grace  of  the  literateur.  He 
has  written  a  number  of  ballads  relating  to 
historical  incidents  in  Acadia,  a  number  of 
sketches  of  the  early  forts  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  a  history  of  the  Queen's  Rangers. 
These  have  appeared  in  the  columns  of  the 
press.  Then  he  has  for  book  publication 
in  addition  to  the  list  noted,  his  "History 
of  the  Loyalists,"   and   "The  War  of  1812." 

Mr.  Hannay  has  been  president  of  the 
New  Brunswick  HistoriciU  Society,  he  is 
historian  of  the  New  Brunswick  Loyalist 
Society,  and  corresponding  member  of  the 
Literary  and  Historical  Society  of  Quebec 
and  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Society.

Hart,  Mrs.  .lulia  Catherine,  was  a  daugh- 
ter of  Neliemiah  Beckwith,  who  came  to 
Fredericton  with  tlie  Loyalist  fatiiers  of 
New  Brunswick.  Her  mother  was  Julia 
Le  Brun,  daughter  of  Jean  Bajitista  Le 
Brun  de  Duplessis,  one  of  Montcalm's  stafT 
and  an   attorney  by   profession. 

She  was  born  at  Fredericton  on  March 
lOlh,  1796,  and  much  of  her  early  life  was 
spent  in  visiting  her  father's  relatives  in 
the  Cornwallis  Valley,  Nova  Scotia,  and 
her  mother's  relatives  in  tiiiebcc  Province, 
her  journeys  to  the  latter  place  being  usual- 
ly by  canoe  along  the  upper  St.  John. 

It  was  on  one  of  her  trips  to  Cornwallis 
that  she  began  her  literary  career  with 
"St.  Ursula's  Convent,"  wiiich  she  com- 
mence 1  at  that  time.  Her  mother  was  a  re- 
formed Catholic,  a  fact  which  probably  in- 
terested her  in  her  subject,  and  the  story  is 


based  on  the  experience  of  a  relative  with 
the  nuns. 

She  was  married  at  Kingston,  Ont.,  on 
Jan.  3rd,  1822,  to  George  Henry  Hart,  a 
bookbinder,  and  resided  there  for  a  time. 
She  completed  her  novel  and  had  it  pub- 
lished there.  About  182()  she  removed  with 
her  husband  to  Uochester,  New  York,  and 
in  1831  to  Fredericton,  where  she  resided 
for  the  rest  of  her  life,  her  husband  being 
employed  in  the  crown  land  department. 
Fur  many  years  she  contributed  to  the  "Re- 
porter" storits,  sketches  and  editorial.  She 
wrote  another  story  which  was  not,  how- 
ever, published.

Hartt,  Cliarles  Frederick,  A.  M.,  (Aug. 
2(5,  18111— March  18,  1878),  was  a  son  of 
Jarvis  Hartt,  principal  of  the  Baptist  Semi- 
nary of  Fredericton  He  was  born  in  that 
city  and  was  educated  at  llorton  Academy 
and  Acadia  College,  where  he  graduated  in 
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18  JO.  While  lliere  he  began  to  show  a  pas- 
sion and  aptitude  for  natural  science,  and 
assirtted  Prof.  Ciiipiuan  niucli  in  his  collec- 
tion and  preparation  of  specimens. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  course  he  assisted 
his  father  in  conducting  a  girl's  school  in 
St.  Jolin.  During  his  vacations  from  1861 
to  18G3  he  {)ursued  his  geological  investiga- 
tions anil  made  a  splendid  collection  of 
fossil  plants  of  the  Devonian  strata  at  Lan- 
caster, St.  John  Co.  In  1862  he  entered 
Ilirvard  to  study  in  the  Agassiz  Museum, 
and  there  he  reiaaimd  for  three  years,  with 
the  exception  of  a  portion  of  1864,  when  he 
was  emi)!oyed  on  the  staff"  of  the  New 
Brunswick  geological  survey.  He  also  at 
tiiis  time  made  some  valuable  additions  to 
Nova  Hcolia  geology. 

In  1865  Prof.  Agassiz  appointed  Mr. 
Hartt  one  of  the  two  geologists  of  the  Thayer 
Expedition  to  Brazil.  This  occupied  a  year 
and  on  his  return  he  was  engaged  in  scien- 
tilic  teaching  and  lecturing  in  and  about 
New  York.  In  1867  he  went  to  Brazil  for 
another  period  of  exploration,  and  in  1868 
he  was  appointed  Professor  of  Natural  His- 
tory in  Vassar  College,  and  the  same  year 
head  of  tiie  department  of  geology  in  Cor- 
nell University,  In  1870  he  organized  a 
third  expedition  to  Brazil,  called  the  Mor- 
gan expedition,  to  study  along  the  Amai:on. 
In  January,  1872,  he  returned  and  for  two 
years  and  a  lialf  w;is  engaged  in  his  college 
duties  at  Cornell. 

lie  then  conceived  tiie  plan  of  making  a 
complete  survey  of  Brazil.  He  laid  the 
))roposal  before  its  government,  they  heard 
him  favorably,  and  a  Geological  Commis- 
sion of  the  F^mpire  of  Brazil  was  organized 
on  May  1st,  1875,  with  Prof.  Ilartt  as  chief. 
In  the  midst  of  this  work  he  died,  but  not 
without  having  made  very  valuable  contri- 
butions to  the  geological  literature  of  that 
vtist  country. 

Beside  being  a  geologist  he  was  a 
skilled  linguist  and  an  excellent  drafts- 
man. He  read  with  ease  ten  or  more 
languages  and  he  spoke  fluently  in  five* 
He  could  draw  and  sketch  with  rapidity  and 
accuracy  and  had  a  fine  taste  for  music. 
He    was    also  an  authority  on  legendary 


lore  of  all  countries.  Natural  ability  and 
untiring  industry  were  the  foundation  of 
his  success.  His  writings  on  the  subjects  of 
geology  and  ethnology  are  many  and  volu- 
minous. He  contributed  frequent  articles 
to  the  "Citnadian  Naturalist,"  "American 
Journal  of  Science  and  Arts,"  "Popular 
Science  Monthly,"  to  the  journals  of  several 
leading  natural  history  societies,  to  Daw- 
son's Acadian  Ueology  and  other  works,  and 
to  various  rerwrts.

Hill,  Thomas,  one  of  the  moat  cnrions 
characters  of  a  most  stirriny;  i>eriod  in 
the  history  of  New  Brunswick.  He  sud- 
denly dropi)ed  into  the  arena  of  political 
life  at  the  period  of  the  li;jht  for  respon- 
sible government.  Appearing  fnim  a 
mysterious  past  he  gave  evidence  of  a 
nature  of  fire  that  flamed  at  times  into 
vivid  fiashes  of  genius  and  again  into 
the  consuming  fires  of  debauciiery,  and 
at  length  blew  suddenly  ont  under  the 
most  degrading  circumstances. 

His  life  up  to  middle  age  is  euveloi)ed 
in  mystery,  but  it  is  certain  that  he  was 
an  Englishman.  The  place  of  his  na- 
tivity is  said  to  have  been  London,  and 
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tlio  tlnio  of  his  birth  the  opening  of  tlio 
ciMitiiry.  Tlioro  was  a  vague  impression 
afloat  (luring  iiis  life  that  he  was  of 
wealthy  and  excellent  family  connec- 
tions and  tiiat  his  innate  wildi.ess  com- 
jH.^lled  liin)  to  leave  his  home,  lie  re- 
ceived a  j;ood  education  heforo  he  sought 
the  new  world,  and  he  lived  in  the 
I'nited  States  and  L'pi)cr  Canada  for  a 
jH'riod. 

After  a  time  he  ai)poared  in  New 
Urnnswick  and  proceeded  to  give  his 
eiierj:y  to  journalism.  In  1842  lie  started 
in  St.  .fohn,  as  editor  and  projtrietor,  the 
"lioyalist  and  Conservative  Advocate," 
up  1«)  that  time  tlie  largest  i)ai)er  in  the 
lower  provinces.  It  was  an  eight  page 
journal,  18x14,  and  the  subscription  price 
was  15s.  i>er  annum.  In  1843  lie  re- 
in(»ved  this  pai>er  to  Fredericton,  where 
lie  located  on  St.  John  Street,  in  the 
block  between  King  and  Queen,  and  as- 
sociated with  him  in  the  proprietorship 
Doiik,  a  well  known  printer  ol  that  time. 
In  18J7  this  i)arlner.ship  was  dissolved, 
and  Hill  removed  to  St.  John.  In  1848 
the  paper  was  disttonMniani.  During 
this  time  he  founded  two  other  short 
lived  journals.  In  1847  lie  started,  aa 
editor  and  jtroprietor,  the  "Commercial 
Times,"  a  St.  John  triweekly  of  four 
jtages,  '22x16  in.,  10s.  per  funum.  This 
lasted  scarcely  a  vear.  Jb'or  a  short  time 
elso  he  edited  the  "'Amaranth,"  a  week- 
ly published  by  Brannen  on  Queen 
street. 

lie  is  next  found  in  the  editorial  chair 
of  the  "Headquarters,"  a  journal  started 
in  Fredericton  about  1813  by  James 
I'liillips  to  support  the  interests  of  the 
tory  party  in  the  fight  for  responsible 
government.  Here  he  was  engaged  in 
iiices.sant  conflict  with  James  Hogg  and 
the  "Reporter,"  and  the  result  of  one  of 
tiiese  engagements  wjis  the  drawing  out 
of  some  interesting  facts  in  regard  to  his 
own  life,  one  of  utter  inconsistency  with 
himself.  An  American,  who  had  raised 
the  flag  of  his  country,  was  attacked  by 
Hill  for  his  action.  The  American  re- 
)}Ued  to  HiU's  acurrilous  retnarks  iu  a 


communication  to  the  "Reporter,"  de- 
claring Hill  to  be  a  deserter  from  the 
American  army.  Hill  sued  the  "Re- 
porter" for  libel,  and  the  case  came  be- 
fore Judge  Wihnot.  Witnesses  were 
produced  to  prove  that  he  was  connected 
with  the  United  States  army  and  de- 
serted at  Iloulton,  crossing  the  line  to 
Woodstock.  Judge  Wihnot  gave  the 
case  in  favor  of  the  defendent. 

On  l^Iay  30th,  1854,  he  launched  the 
"United  Empire"  in  Fredericton,  said  to 
be  the  first  pa{)er  in  British  North , 
America  to  advocate  Imjierial  Federa- 
tion. It  was  a  four  page  pa|ier,  17x14 
in.,  issued  semi-weekly  at  lOs.  jier  an- 
num. It  lasted  ojdy  about  three  months, 
as  it  had  been  started  before  its  time, 
I)eople  were  not  ready  to  entertain  the 
scheme  sis^yet. 

Hill  was  also  a  great  Orangeman,  be- 
ing master  of  the  first  lodge  orgatiized  in 
Fredericton,  Graham,  |  No.  20,  which 
dates  from  1844.  Herein  is  another 
alarming  inconsistenciy  of  his  life.  Not 
only  did  a  deserter  from  the  American 
army  become  a  tory  of  the  most  pro- 
nounced type,  but  a  leader  among  the 
Orangemen  of  New  Brunswick  married  a 
Roman  Catholic  named  McDowell, whose 
mother  kept  a  tavern  in  Fredericton. 
His  brother  Orangemen  left  him  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three.  It  was 
.said  that  he  had  a  wife  already,  though 
this  was  mere  rumor. 

Throughout  his  wiiole  life  he  had  been 
a  heavy  drinker,  but  after  his  marriage 
his  excesses  were  more  frequent  and  he 
went  down  fast.  He  still  continued  his 
work  for  the  "Headciuartcrs"  in  associa- 
tion with  Richard  Phillips  and  John 
(iraham.  In  October,  ]8()(),  he  died 
after  a  very  few  days'  illness.  On  Tues- 
day he  wrote  Ids  last  editorial  and  on 
Thursday  he  succumbed.  He  was  buried 
on  Oct.  20, 1860,  the  pall  bearers  being 
Geo.  Anderson,  Robt.  Wiley,  Chas. 
Briggs,  Edward  Yardy,  Jaa.  Burchill, 
and  Daniel  Kirby.  Graham  and  Phil- 
lips were  the  sole  mourners  and  only 
about  20  persons  were  iu  attendance. 
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Hill  distinguished  himself  as  a  writer 
of  genitiB,  his  work  being  extremely 
rapid  and  his  style  virile  and  pointed, 
though  sometimes  scurrilous ;  as  an 
ardent  lory,  Orangeman  and  Imperial 
Federationist;  as  a  man  of  power  in 
politu^  aii(l  journalism,  and  as  a  poet  of 
considerable  ability.  Phillips,  in  writing 
of  him  after  his  death,  said;  ''During  his 
life  ho  proved  himself  to  be  one  of  the 
most  extraordinary  men  of  the  ago,  i)cs- 
sossing  a  giant  intellect,  indeiKjndent 
spirit  and  a  daring  and  firmness  of  will 
"tliat  neitlior  neglect,  misfortune,  i)riva- 
tion,  nor  iHirsecution  could  subvert."

As  soon  as  newspapers  were  published 
in  the  province  the  poet's  corner  received 
their  contributions,  but  he  was  the  first 
to  enter  the  narrowoi"  fleW  of  W^t^i-g  of 
ItQQHgofpWWS. 


Ho  was  born  in  Liotrim,  Ireland,  Sept. 
14th,  1800  and  claims  relationship  to  hi.s 
namesake,  tiie  Ettrick  Shei)hcrd,  wlio,  by 
the  way,  encouraged  his  early  efforts  as 
a  verse-maker  and  criticized  favorably 
his  book.  He  came  to  New  Bruiiswii;k 
in  1819  and  settled  near  St.  John.  From 
tliere  he  removed  to  Frederictnii  and 
engaged  in  hu8iiie8.s.  Tliis  occnitatii  n 
proved  uncongenial  to  his  ta.stc8  and  ho 
abandoned  it  for  journalism. 

In  1844  he  founded  the  I'rederictfin 
"Reporter"'  and  conducted  it  with  iiiucli 
Buccess  until  his  death  in  18(»(i.     llo  was 

born  journalist  and  his  pajirr  v  as  botli 
well  managed  and  well  edited.  He  be- 
came a  leader  of  i)oliti('al  tiioiight  during 
the  stirring  tinics  when  resiujiisiblo 
governn  ent  was  being  fought  out,  and 
he  gave  able  assistance  with  his  i)en  in 
the  chami)ionsiiip  of  that  can.se,  while 
Wilmot,  Fisher  and  others  sujjported  the 
reform  on  the  floors  of  the  legislature. 

^Fr.  Hogg  carefully  revised  all  hi.s 
writings  and  his  editorial  cohuniis  dis- 
played perhaps  more  polish  than  those 
of  more  modern  iiewspai)ers.  He  also 
devoted  much  attention  to  literature, 
and  his  paj)er  was  enriclKnl  by  original 
poems  and  stories.  He  endeavored  to 
make  the  "Reporter"  a  power  in  letters 
as  well  as  politics,  and  he  was  successful. 

His  poems  were  chiefly  lyrical,  and  in 
style  and  construction  bear  a  resem- 
blance to  those  of  Goldsmith,  Gray,  i^c. 
The  elegy  is  his  forte  and  his  ready 
sympathy  gives  his  work  here  the  feel- 
ing and  patlios  tiiat  characterizes  the 
model  of  elegies.  But  where  Gray's 
Elegy  is  a  polished  gem,  Irs  are  gems  in 
the  rougli,  their  natural  beauty  is  marred 
by  imiH^rfections  of  diction  and  of  metri- 
cal construction.  In  his  style  he  is  very 
gracefnl  and  musical,  and  in  his  thought 
pure  and  lofty.  .He cannot,  however,  lay 
claim  to  originality.  He  was  too  sus- 
ceptible to  be  original,  and  so  his  work 
reflects  the  sentiment  and  beauty  of 
Keats,  Gray  and  other  poets  whom  he 
had  studied  and  who  unconsciously  be» 

g^we  models  for  his  imitfttlgn. 
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Ho  iitulorMtood  his  powers.  Tlio  poot 
or  writor  must  (loterrnino  how  liiy:h  his 
JIU180  can  carry  liiiii.  His  success  dc- 
jxjnda  inoro  upon  wiiat  ho  attempts  than 
ti|)()n  wliat  he  is  and  upon  thuir  relation. 
Hdj;;^  appreciated  tiiis  fact.  ile  cuuid 
dasii  olFa  hri^ht  little  lyric  of  love  or  a 
very  jjracefid  narrative.  Hut  he  knew 
that  if  he  attempted  a  fli^dit  into  \\\v 
upiMir  re^'ions  of  epic  or  drama  ho  would 
i};nominiously  fall  As  ho  stated  in  his 
preface  he  wished  merely  to  descrihe  tlio 
siniplo  and  nenuino  feoliiifis  of  the  heart. 

It  would  not  do  to  conclude  tiieso  few 
words  rcspectin;^  his  poetic  attainments 
without  speaking  of  one  of  his  last  and 
certainly  his  finest  i)roduction,  a  short 
lyric  entitled  'What  is  (iod."  In  senti- 
ment it  is  exalted,  and  its  thou^'hts  are 
emidiasizod  by  the  strength  of  its  eim- 
plicity  and  {genuineness.

Kinnear,  Hon.  Wra.  Boyd,  was  born  at 
St.  John,  Oct.  2,  179G,  son  of  Andrew  Kin- 
near,  who  came  to  New  Brunswick  from 
Derry,  Ireland,  in  the  Commissariat  De- 
partment. His  early  years  were  spent  at 
Fort  Cumberland,  thfn  a  military  station, 
and  his  education  he  received  at  the  St. 
John  Grammar  School  under  the  tutelage 
of  Rev.  Roger  Viets.  For  a  time  lie  lived 
in  St.  Andrews,  but  he  received  an  appoint- 
ment in  tha  Pay  office  in  St.  John.  He 
entered  upon  the  study  of  the  law,  in  1819 
was  admitted  attorney  and  took  an  office  in 
Cody's  building,  known  as  the  "Coflee 
House  Corner,"  on  Market  Scpiare,  St.John. 
For  two  or  three  years  he  was  Judge  of 
Probates  in  St.  John,  but  he  resigned  the 
position  in  1828  for  tlie  recordership  of  the 
city.  In  1832  he  was  elected  to  the  House 
of  Assembly,  and  in  1838  was  appointed  to 
the  Legislative  Council.  In  1816  he  be- 
came Solicitor  General,  which  office  he  held 
until  1851.  He  then  returned  to  the  pro- 
bate jutlgeship  of  St.  .John,  and  in  this 
office  remained  until  his  death  on  February 
22,  18G8.

In  1842  he  left  Halifax  for  (iuebec,  and 
after  several  months  removed  to  the  United 
States  and  located  in  Boston.  In  1847  lie 
became  private  secretary   to  Wm.  H.  Pres- 
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cotl,  tlie  liistorian,  and  gave  him  valuable 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  all  his  later 
works,  remaining  with  him  for  the  last 
twelve  years  of  his  life.  The  most  agree- 
able relations  existed  between  them,  and 
Mr.  Prescott  acknowledges  in  the  highest 
terms  his  secretary's  invaluable  aid.  In 
1850  he  accompanied  the  great  historian  to 
Europe,  and  some  years  later  he  again 
visited  the  old  world. 

Mr.  Prescott,  in  his  introduction  to  his 
works,  speaks  of  INIr.  Kirk  as  one  "whose 
famaliarity  with  the  history  and  languages 
of  Modern  Europe  has  greatly  aided  me  in 
the  prosecution  of  my  researches,  while  his 
sagacious  criticism  has  done  me  no  less  ser- 
vice in  the  preparation  of  these  volumes." 

in  1S70  Mr.  Kirk  accepted  the  editorial 
charge  of  Lippincott's  Magazine,  and  this 
jtosition  he  held  until  ISSO,  when  he  was 
appointed  lecturer  on  European  history  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  lie  died 
a  few  years  since,  leaving  a  widow,  also  a 
writer,  the  daughter  of  Jesse  Olney,  the 
celebrated  geographer.  He  had  been  for 
many  years  before  his  death  a  naturalized 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Fis  "History  of  Charles  the  Bold"  is  by 
reviewers  ranked  with  Prcscott's  own  work. 
It  was  by  the  latter's  suggestion  that  Mr. 
Kirk  embarked  upon  this  work,  which  his 
employer  had  intended  to  prepare  himself. 
It  formed  the  labor  of  many  years,  but  it 
has  achieved  proportionate  success.  His 
connection  with  Mr.  Prescott  gave  him 
special  facilities  for  performing  the  task, 
while  his  knowledge  of  the  languages  of 
Europe  and  his  researches  in  the  libraries 
there  on  his  two  visits  supplied  him  with  a 
thorough  mastery  of  his  subject.  The 
"Saturday  Review,"  London,  ranks  his 
work  with  that  of  "his  two  predecessors, 
Prescott  and  Motley,  Avith  whom  he  has," 
says  the  critic,  "both  in  his  merits  and  in 
his  faults,  a  certain  family  resemblance." 
It  is  noticeable  that  no  review  of  American 
literature,  no  matter  how  cursory,  passes 
Kirk  by  without  some  notice.  Beside  this 
work  and  his  edition  of  Prescott,  he  con- 
tributed considerably  to  the  magazines. 
The  "North  American  lieview,"  the ''Atlan- 


tic" and  others  received  articles   of  an  his- 
torical nature  from  him.

Lawrence,  Joseph  W.,  was  born  at  St. 
John,  Feb.  28th,  1818.  His  father  was  a 
furniture  manufacturer,  and  almost  the 
whole  of  Mr.  Lawrence's  active  life  was 
spent  in  the  same  business.  He  took  a 
keen  interest  in  all  afTairs  pertaining  to  the 
province.  He  was  for  quarter  of  a  century 
a  director  of  the  Mechanics'  Institute.  He 
was  twice  elected  to  represent  St.  John  in 


the  Local  Legislature  before  Confederation 
and  in  18G5  he  was  appointed  chairman  of 
the  European  and  North  American  Rail- 
way Commission.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  a  commission  to  report  upon  the  prac- 
ticability of  the  proposed  Bale  Verte  canal. 
He  made  valuable  collections  of  material 
relating  to  provincial  history  and  was  the 
chief  autiiority  upon  the  subject.  He  was 
one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  New 
Brunswick  Historical  Society,  of  which  he 
was  president  for  a  period.  He  was  a  cor- 
responding member  of  the  New  England 
Historical  and  Cienealogical  Society,  honor- 
ary member  of  the  Quebec  Literary  and 
Historical  Society,  and  honorary  member  of 
the  Worcester  Society  of  Antiquities.  He 
left  in  manuscript  very  valuable  works  on 
the  "Early  Lawyers  and  Old  Judges  of  New 
Brunswick  and  their  Times,"  and  on  "The 
Early  Newspapers  of  New  Brunswick."

Leggett,  William  Martin,  second  s(m  of 
Joseph  Leggett,  was  born  at  Sussex  Vafe 
about  1813.  He  came  of  a  family  distin- 
gtiished  in  letters.  His  father  was  a  brother 
of  tlie  late  William  Leggett,   the  celebrated 


American  writer  and  journalist,  wlio,  with 
Wm.  CuUen  Bryant,  was  at  the  head  of  the 
New  York  "Post"  for  nuany  years. 

Joseph  Leggett  came  to  New  Brunswick 
from  New  York  about  1798,  and  in  1817 
was  appointed  to  tke  charge  of  the  Indian 
school  at  Sussex  Vale,  holding  the  position 
until  the  closing  up  of  the  school  in  1820. 
He  resided  on  his  t'arm  there  and  his  resi. 
dence  he  called  Lansdale  Cottage.  Here 
was  the  place  of  his  son's  birth.  In  a  lesser 
way  than  his  celebrated  brother  he  devoted 
himself  to  literature  and  wrota  excellent 
prose  and  verse.  He  composed  a  poem  that 
was  presented  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  his 
visit  to  New  Brunswick  in  1860.  He  died 
in  June,  1863,  aged  96. 

The  wife  of  Joseph  and  mother  of  Wm. 
Martin  Leggett  was  Mary  Martin,  daughter 
of  a  retired  British  surgeon,  \vho  came  to 
this  province  at  the  time  of  the  revolution 
and  settled  at  Penobscot  in  Kings  County. 
She,  like  her  husband,  possessed  considera- 
ble literary  .ittainments,  and  she  oontril)uted 
in  prose  and  verse  to  many  English  and 
provincial  newspapers. 

On  the  completion  of  his  years  of  study 
William  Martin  Leggett  had  charge  of 
Albion  school  in  Masonic  building,  St. 
John.  He  afterward  entered  the  jNIethodist 
ministry  and  became  a  powerful  preacher, 
drawing  large  audiences.  lie  had  a  splen- 
did education,  spoke  several  languages  and 
was  liberal  in  his  views  beyond  his  age* 
In  July,  1839,  he  married  Mary  Annie, 
daughter  of  William  Stevens,  an  English 
gentleman,  who  came  from  England  and 
engaged  in  copper  mining  in  this  ))rovince. 
In  1842  he  removed  to  the  West  Indies  as 
a  missionary.  He  returned  again  to  his 
native  province  and  took  charge  of  the 
Methodist  ciHirch  at  Bathurst.  In  1845  he 
went  over  to  the  Church  of  England,  and 
such  was  his  influence  that  his  whole  con- 
gregation followed  him.  Afterward  he 
went  to  London  to  engage  in  literary  pur- 
suits. 

He  is  described  as  possessing  "a  com- 
manding figure,  straight  as  an  arrow,  broad 
shoulders,  wavy  black  hair,  a  massive  fore- 
head, an  Oriental  complexion,  and  an  eye, 
a  single  glance  from  which  was  never  for- 
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gotten."  He  was  a  poli'^^'ied  fjenlleiuan, 
scrupulous  in  his  dress  and  allable  in  liis 
manner.

Mitchell,  Hon.  Peter,  was  born  of 
Scottish  parents  at  Newcastle,  N.  B.,  in 
1824.  He  was  educated  in  his  native 
town  and  was  called  to  the  bar  of  the 
province  in  1849.  He  has  been  an  ex- 
tensive ship  builder  and  lumberer,  and 
his  business  connections  have  been 
large.  His  political  career  commenced 
far  back  in  1858,  and  he  is  known  as  one 
of  the  fathers  of  confederation  and  one 
of  the  chiefs  among  Canadians  on  par- 
liamentary floors.  From  1858  to  1865  he 
sat  in  the  Executive  Council  of  New 
Brunswick.  When  the  question  of  con- 
federation came  up  he  was  most 
zealous  in  advocacy  of  the  scheme 
and  was  one  of  those  chiefly  instrumen- 
tal in  winning  New  Brunswick  to  the 


idea.  Whoa  the  Dominion  cabinet  was 
formed  ho  received  tlio  jwrtfolio  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  wbich  he  held 
until  1874.  At  the  last  Dominion  elec- 
tion in  1890  he  was  defeated  in  contest- 
ing his  native  county. 

Mr.  Mitchell  has  not  written  a  great 
deal,  and  his  chief  production  was  his 
recently  published  reminiscenses  of 
political  affairs  in  Canada  from  the  time 
of  confederation  down.  They  appeared 
in  the  press  without  authority,  having 
been  written  only  for  the  eyes  of  friends, 
and  the  strong  views  expressed  concern- 
ing the  late  Sir  John  MacDonald  raised 
quite  a  storm.  He  is  an  able  speaker 
and  delivered  many  important  addresses 
on  leading  issues  during  his  period  of 
political  connection.

Murdoch,  William,  may  be  placed 
among  the  best  Scotch-Canadian  poets 
and  in  the  same  rank  with  McCoU  and 
McLachlan. 

His  life  was  abou'.  equally  divided  be- 
tween his  native  Scotia  and  New  Bruns- 
wick, with  a  slight  majority  of  years  in 
favor  of  the  latter.  He  was  born  at 
Paisley,  Scotland,  Feb.  24, 1823.    In  1854 


he  came  to  this  province  and  the  follow- 
ing year  was  appointed  to  the  marine 
station  at  Partridge  Island.  In  180.')  he 
was  appointed  on  the  stafl  of  the  Morn- 
ing News,  St.  John,  and  on  May  4,  1887, 
he  died.  The  facts  of  his  life  are  meagre 
and  few,  but  the  poetry  of  his  nature 
color  and  give  beauty  and  comeliness  to 
his  memory.  The  dreary,  dull  routine 
of  his  days  are  forgotten,  only  the  ex- 
quisite pathos  and  tho  ])leasant  humor 
of  his  poetic  productions  remain. 

He  was  a  thorough  Scotchman.  His 
sojourn  in  this  province,  long  though  it 
was,  did  not  change  in  one  particular  his 
native  characteristics.  Ho  continued 
still  a  true  scion  of  the  land  of  Bobby 
Burns  and  of  the  heather.  He  embodies 
in  himself  all  the  distinctive  attributes  of 
Scotch  nature  and  of  Scotch  poetry. 
The  Gaelic  heart  is  deeply  susceptible 
and  Gaelic  song  responds  readily  and 
naturally  to  the  changing  moods  of  joy 
and  sorrow.  So  we  find  in  Murdoch  the 
three  phases  of  the  Scotch  nature  repre- 
sented, where  that  nature  is  distinc- 
tive in  humor,  patriotism  and  pathos. 

Scottish  wit  is  a  hearty,  good  natured 
one.  There  is  little  of  the  sting  of  sar- 
casm in  the  Gael,  only  a  merrry  humor. 
It  is  genuine,  whole  souled,  uplifting  by 
its  buoyancy  rather  than  destroying  by 
its  sting.  The  Yankee  National  An- 
them of  Murdoch's  illustrates  this  well. 

In  patriotism  the  Scotch  are  first. 
Deepseated  in  their  nature  is  a  strong 
love  of  home.  The  tendrils  of  their 
affections  cling  fondly  to  their  firesides, 
their  families  and  their  fatherland. 
Their  patriotism  is  a  hardy  plant,  reared 
in  a  hardy  land  and  retaining  its  vigor- 
oua  growth  under  foreign  suns.  No  one 
has  sung  of  country  with  a  truer  ring 
than  Murdoch. 

Pathos  is  closely  associated  with  pa- 
triotism. Patriotism  begets  pathos,  for 
pathos  is  the  expression  of  sorrow  over 
the  broken  ties  of  the  patriot's  love,  the 
love  of  home,  of  family  and  of  country. 
Patriotism  is  the  vine  of  affection  in  its 
strength,  pathos  is  the  vine  lying  broken. 
Murdoch's  feelings  were  deep,  his  loves 
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V\'oro  strong  and  liis  sorrowa  wero  in  tlie 
Biiino  ratio,  stron;^.  His  vordo  pulses 
witli  tlio  strong  emotion  of  a  man,  Tno 
City  of  tiio  Dead  is  a  gcra  of  putliotic 
expression  tliat  would  not  sully  tho 
fame  of  .Scotland's  jjroat  poets.

He  was  tho 
son  of  V.  H.  Nelson  and  was  brought  up 
in  the  book  busine.S3,  in  which  he  has 
always  continued.  His  literary  career 
began  as  a  contributor  to  Stewart's 
Quarterly,  which  frequently  contained 
poems  and  stories  from  his  pen.  These 
made  for  him  quite  a  local  reputation  as 
a  writer,  but  of  late  years  this  has  boon 
extended  to  a  Canadian  reputation  by 
his  patriotic  pieces,  including  "My  Own 
Canadian  Home,"  and  "Raise  the  Flag." 
The  former  has  had  an  immense  circu- 
lation among  the  people  of  Canada, 
especially  among  tho  growing  genera- 
tions in  the  schools  and  it  is  generally 
considered  to  be  the  fittest  of  anything 
that  has  yet  been  written  to  be  called 
Canada's  National  Anthem. 

The  iioem  was  written  amid  most  in- 
teresting circumstances,  which  it  is 
worth  while  to  relate.  He  was  spending 
a  day  at  Green  Head  in  the  Narrows  and 
was  ensconced  in  a  favorite  nook  over- 
looking Grand  Bay  and  the  river.  The 
day  was  a  beautiful  one  and  the  blue 
sky  overhead,  the  placid  waters  beneath 
and  the  green  slopes  and  wooded  heights 
around  made  the  scene  a  charming  one. 
His  thoughts  turned  to  his  country's  pos- 
sessions in  tlu'  way  of  nutnnil  beantj  and 
loyal  hearts  and  in  a  twinkling  the  poem 
was  conceived.    He  put  it  on   paper  that 
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day,  it  soon  appeared  ia  tlie  presH  and  was 
extensively  copied  and  circulated  and  it 
may  now  he  safely  asserted  that  it  has 
reached  tlie  ears  of  every  Canadian.  Tiiere 
are  two  or  three  musical  settings  to  the 
piece,  written  by  Morley  McLaughlin,  of 
St.  John,  Prof.  Cadwallader,  of  Fredericton, 
and  others,  but  it  is  sung  mostly  to  the 
former's  composition.  The  music  of  "liaise 
the  Flag"  and  another  of  Mr.  Nelson's 
patriotic  pieces  was  composed  by  himself.

Odell,  Hon.  and  Rev.  Jonathon,  M.  A., 
poet,  priest  and  politician  of  the  revolution 
and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick. 

He  was  bom  at  Newark,  N.  J.,  Septem- 
ber 25t'i,  1737,  and  died  at  Fredericton,  N. 
B.,  November  25th,  1818.  He  obtained  a 
good  education,  receiving  the  degree  of 
master  of  arts  from  Nassau  Hall.  He 
studied  medicine  and  became  a  surgeon  in 
the  British  army.  Wiiile  in  the  West 
Indies  he  resigned  his  commission  and 
went  to  England  to  j)repare  for  Holy  or- 
ders. He  was  ordained  deacon  in  the 
Chapel  Royal,  Westminster,  by  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Terrick,  Bishop  of  London,  Dec.  21, 
176(5,  and  priest  in   the  following  January. 


He  was  appninled  to  Burlington,  N.  J., 
where  lie  arrive<i  on  July  25,  17t)7,  and 
was  inducted  into  the  pastorate  of  St.  Ann's 
by  His  E.xcelloncy  William  Franklin,  Gov- 
ernor of  New  Jersey.  On  May  6,  1772,  he 
married  Anne  deCou.  During  this  time  he 
associated  tlie  i)racticc  of  medicine,  his 
reading  of  whtcli  he  had  kt'|)t  up,  with  his 
ministerial  work. 

In  the  disturbances  caused  by  the  revolu- 
tion he  espoused  the  cause  of  the  King,  and 
in  1775  was  charged  with  writing  letters  to 
England.  lie  was  examined  'oy  the  Pro- 
vincial Congres.s  of  New  Jersey  and  by  tlie 
Commissioners  of  Safety  of  Penasylvania, 
and  a  year  later  was  ordered  to  confine  him- 
self on  parole  on  the  east  side  of  the  Dela- 
ware, within  a  circle  of  eight  miles  from 
tlie  court  house  in  Burlington.  Arnold 
wrote  a  letter  to  Andre,  Aug.  30,  1780,  "to 
be  left  at  the  Rev.  Mr.  Odell's,  New  York," 
a  copy  of  which  may  be  found  ia  Spark's 
Washington.  lie  served  during  the  war  as 
Chaplain  in  a  loyal  New  Jersey  regiment, 
and  in  1782  when  colors  were  presented  to 
tlie  King's  American  Dragoons  at  New 
York  in  the  presence  of  J^rince  William 
Henry,  then  a  midshipman  in  the  lleet  of 
Admiral  Digby,  he  delivered  an  address. 

He  accompanied  Sir  Guy  Carleton  to 
England,  Nov.  5,  ^783,  and  returned  to  ac- 
cept positions  of  honor  in  the  government 
of  New  Brunswick.  He  was  called  to  a  seat 
in  the  Executive  Council,  and  was  first  Pro- 
vincial Secretary.  The  inscription  upon  the 
flat  stone  which  covers  his  grave  in  tlie 
PVedericton  burying  grounds  records,  as 
was  the  custom  in  the  old  days,  the  facts  of 
his  whole  life,  and  ends  as  follows  :  "The 
duties  thus  developing  upon  him  he  unre- 
mittingly and  faitlifully  d'scharged  for  up- 
ward of  thirty  years,  assisting  also  in  emer- 
gency in  tlie  churcli.  After  tlie  relin- 
quishment of  his  appointment  he  kept  his 
wonted  course  te  the  end,  religious,  loyal, 
upright,  charitable,  prompt  in  friendship, 
persevering  in  good  offices,  he  is  now 
mourned  in  proportion  as  he  was  cherished 
and  respected  by  his  family,  by  his  friends, 
by  the  jiublic,  by  the   poor." 

It  will  t!;iis  be  seen  that  the  Hon.  and 
Rev.   Dr.  Odell  was  a  man   uf  many  parts. 
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He  was  a  piiysician,  a  clergyman,  a  soldier, 
a  statesman  and  a  poet.  It  is  of  his  poetic 
attainments  that  this  article  would  speak  and 
of  the  book  which  brought  together  his 
fugitive  verses.  This  volume,  of  which  the 
edition  was  only  one  hundred,  is  one  in 
which  bibliophils  delight.  It  is  a  square 
octavo  volume  of  200  pages,  handsomely 
bound  in  half  morocco.  It  is  a  monument 
of  typographic  and  book  making  art,  with 
bold  type,  varie-colored  inks,  stiff'  paper 
and  wide  margin.  The  verses  are  quaint  in 
style,  while  the  effect  is  heightened  by  re- 
taining the  old  peculiarities  of  printing 
His  work  carries  a  peculiar  interest,  for  he 
was  a  poet  of  the  revolution,  and  his  re- 
mains are  of  considerable  value  on  account 
of  their  bearing  upon  the  war  and  because 
of  their  portrayal  of  the  sentiment  which 
prevailed  among  the  loyal  spirits  of  this 
war  time.  The  following  pieces  appear  in 
this  collection:  Inscription  for  Franklin's 
Stove ;  Song  for  a  Fishing  Party  naar  Bur- 
lington on  the  Delaware  in  1776 ;  A  Birth- 
day Song  composed  in  honor  of  the  Anni- 
versary of  the  King's  Birthday,  June  4th, 
1777,  and  printed  in  tne  Gentleman's  Maga- 
zine for  that  year ;  Birthday  Ode,  on  Occa- 
sion of  the  King's  Birthday,  June  4th, 
1776,  and  sung  by  a  number  of  British  offi- 
cers who  were  prisoners  at  Burlington,  N. 
J.;  Ode  for  the  New  i'ear,  written  at  New 
York,  Jan.  Ist,  1780 ;  The  Congratulation 
and  The  Feu  de  Joie,  published  in  Riving- 
ton's  Royal  Gazette  of  Nov.  6  and  24,  1779, 
in  celebration  of  the  repulse  of  D'Estaing 
A  Welcome  Home  to  the  Twenty-third 
Regiment  aftei  the  Peace  of  1763 ;  On  my 
39th  Wedding  Day  ;  Molly  Odell  on  her 
Birthday,  by  her  father  ;  On  Pope's  Garden 
at  Twickenham,  1765.  Two  poems,  "The 
Word  of  Congress"  and  "The  American 
Times,"  the  latter  under  the  pseudonym 
of  Camillo  Querno,  appear  in  "The  Loyalist 
Poetry  of  the  Revolution." 

Winthrop  Sargent  speaks  of  his  work  in 
the  following  terms:  "In  fertility  of  con- 
ception and  vigor  and  ease  of  expression, 
many  passages  in  his  poems  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  Churchill  md  Can- 
ning."

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Palmer,  David,  was  born  at  Grand  Lake, 
Queens  Co.,  N.  B.,  Feb.  28th,  1789,  and 
died  June  1st,  1866.  He  was  of  .an  English 
family,  his  progenitor,  John  Palmer,  a  ser- 
geant in  the  British  army,  settling  in  Row- 
ley, Mass.,  in  1639.  His  grandfather, 
Daniel  Palmer,  was  one  of  the  party  who 
jtlanted  the  colony  on  tlie  banks  of  the  St. 
John  in  1763.  The  family  was  one  of 
sterling  worth  and  some  of  its  members  left 
behind  a  name  of  wide  repute.  The  Per- 
ley's  were  of  the  family,  but  chief  among 
these  names  is  that  of  William  Lloyd  (iar- 
rison,  the  famous  American  reformer.  He 
was  a  first  cousin  of  David  Palmer. 

The  Gospel  Magazine^  an  English  publi- 
cation, for  many  years  received  contribu- 
tions from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Palmer  in  prose 
and  verse.  He  generally  styled  himself 
"Metrias,"  and  as  he  had  an  excellent  edu- 
cation, chiefly  self-acquired,  and  a  good 
classical  training,  his  contributions  were 
much  prized.  His  volume  of  poems  is 
valuable  chiefly  for  its  title  piece,  a  descrip- 
tive poem  in  blank  verse  of  his  native 
land.  It  treats  of  New  Brunswick's  natural 
possessions  and  characteristics,  its  produc- 
tions, savage  life,  lumbering,  colonization, 
&c.  It  is  well  conceived  and  is  written 
naturally  and  gracefully.

Parkin,  Geo.  R.,  LL.D.,  is  probably  the 
best  known  of  Canadians  in  England  and 
her  colonial  possessions.  On  the  public 
platform,  between  the  covers  of  books  and 
in  the  columns  of  the  press  he  has  spoken 
to  tens  of  thousands  and   more  Englishmen 


have  probably  heard  hlra  than  has  been  the 
case  perhaps  with  any  other  Canadian  pub- 
lic man  abroad. 

He  is  a  native  of  Westmorland  county, 
having  been  born  at  Salisbury,  and  he  is 
now  in  the  prime  of  life.  He  was  educated 
at  Fredericton,  receiving  a  degree  in  arts 
from  the  University  of  New  Brunswick. 
He  studied  at  Oxford  and  returned  to  his 
native  province  to  take  charge  of  the  col- 
legiate school  at  Fredericton.  Tliis  position 
he  held  for  some  considerable  time. 

A  few  years  ago  he  relinguished  this  ap- 
pointment to  accept  a  position  with  the 
Imperial  Federation  League.  He  has  al- 
ways been  an  ardent  imperialist,  and  the 
central  league  appointed  him  to  promote 
their  aims  throughout  the  empire.  He  de- 
livered lectures  in  Canada,  Great  Britain 
and  Australia,  meeting  with  much  success 
and  impressing  his  audiences  witii  the  fact 
of  his  possession  of  a  wide  range  of  infor- 
mation coupled  with  the  necessary  quali- 
fications for  a  speaker. 

Beside  his  lecturing  Mr.  Parkin  has  done 
a  great  deal  of  literary  work.  The  couple 
of  volumes  which  have  been  published  are 
the  result  of  his  labors  as  an  Imperialist 
Federationist.  He  has  also  in  hand  a 
couple  of  other  things.  One  is  a  life  of 
Dr.  Thring,  .'.he  eminent  educationist.  This 
will  be  a  very  important  work,  and  is  being 
awaited  by  educationists  with  large  antici- 
pations, which  will  be  no  doubt  realized,  for 
it  will  be  the  outcome  of  several  years  of 
tiiought  and  investigation.  His  other  work 
will  be  one  on  Canada,  in  which  he  will 
bring  together  and  enlarge  a  series  of  arti- 
cles which  he  has  been  contributing  to  the 
London  Times  on  the  subject.  He  is  also 
tlie  author  of  some  elementary  works  for 
use  in  the  English  schools.

Perley,  Moses  Ilenry,  was  horn  at  Mang- 
erviUe,  N.  B ,  Due.  31,  1804.  He  was 
through  his  mollicr  grinidson  of  Israel  Per- 
ley, founder  of  the  settlement  there,  and 
through  his  father  a  grandson  of  Oliver, 
brother  of  Israel  Perley.  The  most  of  his 
school  education  was  received  at  St.  John. 
He  studied  law  and  was  called  to  the  bar  in 
1830.  He  was  a  man  of  many  parts  and 
he  shone  in  other  spheres  than  the  law. 

He  was  thoroughly  conversant  with  man 
and  nature,  he  knew  the  forests  and  the  seas 
and  their  inhabitants.  He  was  employed 
by  the  Imperial  Government  on  many  deli- 
cate missions  which  brought  out  his  genius 
tor  diplomacy. 

In  1841  he  was  appointed  Special  Com- 
missioner for  Indian  Affairs  by  Sir  Wm. 
Colebrooke,  Lt.-Gov.  of  the  province.  "For 
several  years  he  was  largely  engaged  in  the 
rail'ing  and  lumbering  trade  and  was  the 
means  of  introducing  much  capital  into 
New  Brunswick,  and  of  bringing  prominent- 
ly before  England  and  the  United  States 
the  natural  capabilities  and  resources  of  the 
province.  For  some  years  prior  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Reciprocity  Treaty  of 
1854  he  labored  with  Hon.  Daniel  Webster 
and  other  eminent  American  and  Canadian 
public  men  in  collecting  and  compiling 
trade  and  other  statistics  of  the  British 
American  Colonies  and  the  United  States, 
and  in  completeing  those  measures  which 
ultimately  tended  to  the  adoption  of  the 
treaty.  So  highly  were  his  services  on  this 
occasion  regarded,  and  so  much  were  his 
talents  and  abilities  appreciated  by  Lord 
Elgin,  the  then  Governor-General,  who 
negotiated  the  Treaty,  and  the  Imperial 
Government,  that  ke  was  immediately  ap- 
pointed Commissioner  under  its  1st  and  2nd 
articles  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the  Treaty, 
an  office  which  he  held  up  to  the  period  of 
his  decease." 

He  was  for  a  period  H.  M.  Emigration 
Officer  at  St.  John,  and  he  represented 
Great  Britain  upon  the  commission  ap- 
pointed at  the  time  of  the  fishery  disputes* 
and  through  his  able  services  it  was  settled 
amicably  and  to  the  advantage  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  colonies.     He  knew  more

about  Caiiadiiin  fislieries,  it  is  said,  than 
any  man  l)efore  or  since. 

He  was  an  enlluisiastic  sportsman,  spend- 
ing mucii  time  in  the  woods  with  rod  and 
gun  and  his  Indian  friends.  It  is  a  mark 
of  credit  to  a  man  wlien  lie  is  trusted  by  tlie 
Indian  race,  and  Perley  was  a  chief  of  tlie 
St.  Jolm  Milicetes 

He  took  considerable  interest  in  local 
history  and  was  in  a  good  position  to  ob- 
tain much  information  upon  the  subject. 
His  lecture,  recently  published,  contains 
some  new  and  valuable  information.  He 
also  wrote  on  Indian  lore,  contributing 
legends  and  sporting  sketches  to  the  "Shoot- 
ing Review,"  of  London,  between  1839  and 
1841.  Among  other  contributions  were 
"Camp  of  the  Owls,"  "'Forest  Fairies  of  the 
Milicetes,"  "Ottowin  and  Lola,"  "The 
White  Spectre  of  the  Weepemaw,"  and 
"The  Indian  Regatta."  He  also  edited  in 
1861  the  "Colonial  Empire,"  St.  John. 

He  died  August  17,  1862,  upon  the  H.  M. 
S.  Desperate,  while  engaged  in  official  work 
ofl'  the  coast  of  Labrador,  and  was  buried 
with  naval  honors  at  Forleau  on  that  coast.

Roberts,  Prof.  C.  G.  D..  A.  M.,  belongs 
to  a  family  of  writers  on  both  sides  of  the 
house.  On  his  father's  side  he  is  great- 
grandson  of  a  well  known  English  writer,  a 
friend  of  Pinnock,  the  historian,  for  whose 
works  he  wrote  introductions  and  other 
matter.  His  son,  Dr.  George  Roberts,  came 
to  New  Brunswick  and  for  forty  years  was 
princi{)al  of  the  collegiate  schoid,  Frederic- 
ton,  and  later  was  professor  of  classics  at 
the  University  of  New  Brunswick.  He 
lectured  and  wrote  a  great  deal  on  educa- 
tional topics.  , 

On  his  mother's  side  he  is  of  the  Bliss 
family  which  produced  in  New  P^ngland 
Emerson  ami  other  leading  literary  people, 
and  in  New  Brunswick  a  number  of  lawyers 
prominent  in  the  administrative  aflairs  of 
the  province,  as  well  as  Prof.  Roberts  and 
his  brother  poets  Carman  and  Slratton. 

He  was  born  at  Douglas,  York  Comity, 
but  was  brought  up  at  Westcock  in  West- 
morland, amid  the  dike-lamls  and  the 
breezes  of  the  Tantramar.  His  father  re- 
moved to  Fredericton  in  1874,  and  he  en- 
tered the  collegiate  school  then  under  the 
care  of  Dr  George  Parkin.  He  graduated 
in  1876,  winning  the  Douglas  medal  for 
classics,  and  entered  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick.  Here  he  p.issed  a  very  suc- 
cessful course,  graduating  in  1879  with  dis- 
tinction and  luiving  carried  off  several 
honors 

He  was  appointed  head  master  of  the 
Chatham  Grammar  School  that  fall  and  in 
lh82  became  principal  of  the  York  Sireet 
School,  Fredericton.  The  following  year 
he  resigned  tiiis  position  to  accept  the  edi- 
torship of  the  Toronto  "Week,"  but  he  re- 
tained this  chair  only  a  few  motiths,  bis 
views  not  coinciding  with  those  of  tlie  man- 
agement. Ill  1885  he  was  appointed  to  the 
stair  of  King's  College,  Win<lsor,  N.  S.,  and 
has  remained  there  ever  since 

Prof.  Roberts  is  very  well  known  to  all 
the  leading  magazines  and  journals  of  tiie 
United  States  and  Canada,  .his  poems, 
sketches  and  stories  appearing  coiil  imioiisly 
in  such  pulilications  as  Century,  Atlantic, 
Harper's,  Scribner's,  Outing,  Independent. 
His   first  poem   was  accepted  by  the  editor 
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of  Snribner's  when  he  wns  only  seventeen 
yeiirs  old,  and  since  then  he  has  published 
several  voliinies  and  liis  books  have  been 
widely  read. 

His  prose  stvle  is  very  pioturesque  and 
musical,  and  in  many  of  his  sketches  there 
is  more  real  poetry  than  in  much  of  the 
verse  that  is  written,  ills  lecture,  entitled 
Echoes  of  Acadia,  consists  of  a  series  of 
sketches,  each  a  perfect  gem  in  the  way  of 
descriptive  eflbrt. 

Roberts'  poetic  work  may  be  divi<led  into 
three  clusses,  the  classic,  the  Canadian 
nature  poetry  and  the  patriotic.  His  classi- 
cal poems  were  his  earlier  writings.  He 
was  very  fond  of  the  (ireck,  his  literature, 
his  characteristics  and  his  history.  "Orion 
and  other  Poenis,"  contains  (luite  a  number 
of  poems  on  (Ireek  subjects.  They  are 
charmingly  written  and  reflect  considerably 
the  brilliancy  and  buoyancy  of  those  unsur- 
passed nature  poems,  the  choruses  of  the 
Attic  trngedies. 

As  he  became  older  Roberts  began  to  de- 
light more  in  his  own  surroundings  and  to 
become  more  individual.  He  commenced 
to  write  of  the  breeze-swept  marshes  of  the 
Tantramar  and  the  island-dotted  reaches  of 
the  St.  John.  His  verses  partook  of  the 
freshness  of  the  outdoor  scenes  that  lie  pic- 
tured of  the  vigor  of  the  winds  that  blew 
upon  him,  of  all  the  di  tinctive  features  of 
the  nature  world  around  him,  and  he  be- 
came a  thorough  Canadian  nature  poet,  with 
senses  keen  to  appreciate  the  pcculiariiies 
of  sight  and  soimd  and  smell  of  wood  and 
tiebl. 

He  is  moreover  a  patriotic  poet,  a  firm 
believer  in  Cauiuliiin  indeiiendence,  and  in 
pure  and  robust  tone  he  sings  the  glories  of 
a  (-anadian    sentiment  and  a  national  spirit, 

Roberts  is  called  the  laureate  of  Canada, 
anil  he  is  properly  called  so.  for  he  most 
iH'i'rly  tills  the  essentials  of  tiie  laurealeship. 
He  is  the  best  known  of  Canadian  poets. 
His  audience  is  not  coniiued  to  Canada,  he 
is  reati  as  well  in  the  United  States  and 
Kngland,  He  sings  of  Canada,  her  natural 
possessions  and  her  national  ambitions,  and 
his  tone  is  elevated.  W.  D.  Lightliall,  in 
his    valuable    "Songs    of    the    Great    Do- 


minion," calls  liim  the  laureato,  and 
many  otliers  have  in  a  public  way  en- 
dorsed Liglitliall's  view.

He  is  not  engaged  in  any  business  occu- 
pation, but  lives  a  retired  life.  He  is  very 
modest  about  his  literary  work  and  will  say 
notiiing  about  himself  in  that  line.  His 
book,  however,  speaks  for  itself.  His  sub. 
ject  and  his  love  is  Spain,  anil  lie  writes  in 
fluent  and  graceful  verse  of  tiie  Conipiesl  of 
Grenada  by  the  Moors.  He  visited  Spain 
and  IS  familiar  with  its  scenery  and  history, 
and  his  descriptions  are  very  pretty.  One 
which  describes  the  fabled  chase  of  tiie 
foemen  horsemen  over  hill  and  vale 
througiiout  eternity  is  very  spirited  and 
swings  on  like  the  clatter  and  gallop  of  the 
horses'  hoofs.

Sears,  Robert,  was  t)orn  in  St.  John,  June 
28,  1810,  and  served  an  apprenticeship  in 
the  printing  business  with  Henry  Chubb, 
Queen's  Printer,  from  1822  to  1829.  In 
1830  he  went  to  New  York,  where  he  en- 
gaged in  the  printing  and  i)ublishing  busi- 
ness for  many  years. 
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lie  was  the  pioneer  in  (lie  piihiiontion  of 
pictorial  workH  in  the  Uniie<l  Slates,  and 
»ii(i  much  to  t'oonoiiiize  tlie  arts  of  wood  eii- 
griiving  and  illustration  by  expending  large 
sums  among  engravers  and  designers. 

In  the  year  1817  Mr.  Sears  presented  a 
complete  set  of  his  illustrated  works  most 
elegantly  bound  to  Her  Majesty  Queen  Vic- 
toria. She  accepted  them  most  graciously 
and  forwarded  her  personal  acknowledge- 
ment of  her  gratification  at  the  progress  of 
these  arts  in  America. 

In  his  later  years  he  returned  to  his  na- 
tive place,  where  he  resided  for  a  time. 
About  1874  he  removed  with  his  family  to 
Toronto,  Ont  ,  and  died  in  that  city  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1892,  at  the  ripe  age  of  82  and  in  full 
possession  of  all  his  faculties. 

Mr.  Sears  was  a  younger  son  of  Thacher 
Sears,  one  of  the  prominent  Loyalists  who 
came  to  St.  John  in  1783,  and  whose  re- 
mains lie  in  the  old  burying  ground. 

The  works  enumerated  below  were  pre- 
pared under  the  editorial  supervision  of 
Mr.  Sears,  and  were  in  all  cases  completely 
and  accurately  prepared.

Sewnll,  Jonathan,  Chief  .fustice  of  Lower 
Canada,  was  born  at  Boston  in  17G0.  He 
tspoiist'd  the  cause  of  the  King  in  the  revo- 
luliou  and  remained  in  England  during  the 
war.

The  grandfather  of  the 
subject  of  this  sketch  came  to  America  from 
Germany  and  in  1738  issued  a  Dutch  Alma- 
nac, which  was  continued  by  his  descen- 
dants until  1788.  He  also  edited  and  pub- 
lished a  German  journal  and  printed  vari- 
ous works  in  the  same  language.  His  son 
followed  in  his  footsteps,  and  having  loyal 
leanings  in  the  Revolution  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  by  the  AmericanB. 
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The  grandHon,  of  the  xnnu;  luinie,   wns 
horn  at  the  heme  of  ]m  fatliiTH  in  (Jt'rnian- 
town,  near  riiilndeljihia,  Jan.  27,  17fi4,  nn<l 
waH  brought   up   to   tlie  "art  peri-ervalivo." 
He  e«i)onsed  the  caime  of  the    Hrilisli,  and 
from  1778   to  the  cIoHe  of  the  war  lie  waw  in 
New  York.     At  (lie  evaciialion  I  e  went  to 
London    to   <ibtain    eonipenwition   and  was 
((ranted  an  allowance   in  money  and  a  pen- 
sion with  the  ofliiceH  of  King't*  Printer  and 
Postmaster    (leneral    for    New    UnniHwick. 
In  the  fall  of  1784  he  came  to  the   Province 
and   occuj)ied  a   bnildiiig  on    r)o<k  Htreet, 
St.  John,  which    filled  a  doiihle   hill,  hcing 
both  printing  office  and   post  office.     Here 
he   issued   the   first  number  of   the  Royal 
Gazette  and  New  Brunswick  A<Iv(MtiHer  on 
Oct.  11,  1785,  and  publislicd    the    (iiHl  New 
Brunswick  Almanac  the  same  year,  and  the 
first  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in 
1786.    In  the  year  1790  he  bouKbt  ol'  Mon 
sieur  Thibideau  and    others  at  French    Vil- 
lage, Hammond  River,    1400   acres  of  land 
and  here  he  erected  a  two-story   double  log 
house  for  his  residence   and  priiiiing  office. 
The  Gazette  and  Journals  were,  benceforlli, 
during   his   incumbency,    published    there. 
In  1799  he  went  on  a  visit  to   Pliiladelphia 
and  Baltimore,  and  had  completed  arrange- 
ments with  his  brother.  Samuel   Sower,  for 
a  co-partnership  in  a  type  foundry,  when  he 
was  stricken  with  apoplexy   and    died  .luly 
3,  1799,  leaving  a  widow,  four  daughters  and 
one  son.     His  son,   Brook   Watson  Sower, 
followed    the   printing    business    with    his 
uncle,  and  his  son  too  fr.llowed  that  pursuit 
The  "Christopher  Sower"   publishing  house 
is  one  of  the  leading   ones   in    the  United 
States  at  the  present  time.

When  the  Maritime  Monthly 
was  established  in  St  .John  some  decades 
back  he  was  chosen  to  till  its  editorial 
chair.  He  did  his  work  ably  and  the 
magazine  was  an  admirable  production, 
being  contributed  to  by  all  the  best  pens 
in  Canada. 

Mr.  Spencer  was  born  a  poet.  His 
poetic  nature  comes  to  the  surface  in  his 
appearance,  in  his  expression  and  car- 
riage ;  it  comes  to  the  surface  in  his 
prose,  which  has  the  delicate  touches 
which  only  a  poet  caii  give  His  best 
work  has  appeared  in  Knicker- 
bocker's, Sartain's,  Graham's,  Rose  Bel- 
ford's,  Godey's  Ladies'  Hook,  London 
Magazine  of  Art,  Woman's  Magazine, 
New  York  Tribune,  etc. 

His  poems  are  all  lyrical.  The  longer 
forms  of  poetry  are  sugt^estive  of  hibor- 
iousness.  They  are  considered  by  some 
to  be  simply  short  poems  knit  together 
by  verse.  Tliese  links  of  verse  are  the 
mere  result  of  mental  effort.  Mr.  Sjjencer 
confined  himself  to  the  lyric  forms 
where  spontaneity  reigns.  His  songs  are 
tiie  natural  outpourings  of  his  soul. 
They  bear  the  impress  of  his  own  in- 
dividuality, they  tell  of  his  own  joys  and 
sorrows.  They  are  admirable  because 
they  are  simple  and  unstrained  in  diction, 
tender  in  feeling  and  genuine  in  senti- 
ment. 

His  sonnets  are  his  finest  poems.  They 
are  tears  for  the  departed,  his  heart- 
weepings  over  the  loved  and  lost.    A 


vague  sorrow  envelops  all  his  poems,  but 
in  the  soiinetHtlu>  sadness  is  pronounced. 
Their  genuine  pathos  their  healthy  tone 
and  their  thniad  of  true  philosophy  show, 
however,  that  tiio  sorrows  of  the  soul 
have  not  ma<le  the  cynii;.  The  Toronto 
Nation  says  of  tlufse  sonneta  :  ''  They  are 
never  marred  by  extravagant  imagery  or 
ambitious  faults  of  taste,  they  have  a 
sweet,  harmoiuous  music  and  a  pensive 
charm,  aiipealing  to  all  true  poetic  sym- 
pathy, they  are  the  unallectod  utterances 
of  a  feeling  heart  and  a  seeing  eye  and 
they  have  a  something  of  grace  an(l 
melody  u  the  versification  not  unbefit- 
ting the  immortal  muse." 

One  of  Mr.  Spencer's  best  poems  is  "  A 
Hundred  Years  .\go."  This  was  written 
when  he  was  a  youth  and  was  read  at 
the  commencement  exercises  of  the  vil- 
lage academy  which  he  attended.  It 
was  copied  all  over  the  United  Stati'S  and 
was  read  and  admired  by  thousands  to 
whose  hearts  its  simplicity  appealed.

He  is  now  editor  of 
the  (Quebec  Mornini^  Chronicle  but 
finds  time  for  considerable  wuric  otlier 
tlian  comes  within  the  range  of  journal- 
ism. 

He  is  not  a  New  Rrunswicker  in  tlie 
real  sense  though  this  province  can  claim 
the  honor  of  having  reared  and  taught 
his  youtii  and  im;|iared  liim  for  tlie  Ufa 
work  accomplished  in  the  up2)er  prov- 
inces. He  is  an  American  by  birtli, 
having  been  born  at  New  York,  Nov.  2G, 
1848.  At  an  early  age  he  removed  to  St. 
John  and  was  educated  here.  When 
only  sixteen  he  edited  a  little  journal 
which  he  called  tlie  Stamp  Collector's 
Gazette  and  two  years  later  he  founded 
Stewart's  Quarterly,  a  magazine  tliat  had 
a  flourishing  existence  and  readied  a 
high  standard  of  excellence.  Its  youtli- 
ful  editor  ucceeded  in  interusting  the 
leading  w  -^ers  in  Canada  in  his  venture 
and  the  magazine  was  briglit  and  read- 
able. In  1878  he  accepted  the  editorsliip 
of  the  Rose-  Beltord's  Canadian  Monthly 
and  a  year  later  he  was  called  to  the 
chair  of  the  Quebec  Morning  Chronicle.

Tiipper,  Rev.  Charles,  D.  D,  though  dis- 
tiiignislied  in  tiie  reflected  light  of  his 
j)rogeny,  the  famous  Canadian  statesman, 
vSir  Cliarles  Tupper,  was  a  man  of  eminent 
qualities  himself  and  stood  higli  amoTig  the 
most  energetic  and  sciiolarly  divines  in  the 
early  days  of  Christian  endeavor  in  the 
Maritime  provinces. 

He  was  horn  at  Cornwallis,  N.  S.,  Aug.  6, 
1794,  through  liis  own  exertions  obtained  a 
primary  education  and  in  1814  w.is  teaching 
school  at  Lower  Aylesford,  N.  8.  In  1816 
he  entered  the  Baptist  ministry.  He  lal)or- 
ed  in  his  native  province  for  nine  years  and 
was  then  called  lo  St.  John.  lu  182B  he 
was  appointed  by  the  New  Brunswick  Bap- 
tist Association  editor  of  tlie  "  Ba|)tist 
Missionary  Magazine,"  a  quarterly  of  32 
pHges,  octavo.  This  was  at  iirst  printed  by 
John  T.  Yop.nghusbind  at  the"  Star"  office 
and  later  by  Cameron  &  Seeds  at  the  "Ob- 
server" ofHce.  In  .faniiary,  1827,  the  first 
number  appeared  and  Dr.  Tupper  continued 
his  connectiiin  with  the  paper  for  six  years. 
In  1833  he  returned  to  Ncjva  Scotia  audits 
publication  continued,  six  numbers  each 
year,  for  four  years  more. 

fn  1838  be  was  (lalled  to  the  principalship 
of  the  Bajitist  Seminary  at  I'^edericton  and 
occupied  that  ciiair  for  lil'teen  months,  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  tlie' regular  incumbent. 
His  chief  pastoral  charge  was  Amherst 
which  he  occupied  fiir  a  great  many  years, 
but  he  was  accustomed  to  travel  on  mission- 
ary tours  through  every  pa't  of  the  Mari- 
time ])rovinces  and  in  this  way  accnmplishecl 
a  great  amount  of  work,  for  he  was  untiring 
in  industry  and  determined  in  resolve.  He 
was  a  strong  c!ianipi.>n  of  temperance, 
which  he  first  began  to  actively  agitate  in 
1829  against  pronounced  opposition.  On 
Dec.  31st  of  that  vear  a  temperance  society 
was  formed  by  him  at  Annapolis  with 
twtiuty  members. 


Though  his  education  was  all  self-:icquired 
lie  was  a  very  scholarly  man.  lie  was  ex- 
tremely proficient  in  languages  and  he  read 
the  whole  Bible  through  in  luiglish,  Greek, 
Ijatin,  Heiirew,  French,  Syriac,  German 
and  Italian  and  the  New  Testament  in 
Spanish  and  Portuguese.  His  knowledge  of 
various  readings  was  very  serviceable  to 
him  in  the  controversies  in  which  the  min- 
isters of  that  time  were  constantly  engaged. 
His  chief  work  '"as  his  "  Autobiograj)hical 
Sketclus"  which  af)peared  in  the  "Christian 
Messerger,"  Halifax,  from  18(53  to  1880. 
He  also  contributed  to  the  "  Christian 
Watchman,"  Boston,  the  ''  American  Bap- 
tist Magazine"  and  Other  periodicals.  He 
died  Jan.  19,1891.

Upham,  Hon.  Charles  Wentworth,  dis 
tinguislied  among  New  England's  leading 
historians,  was  the  son  of  Major  Joshua 
rpliam,  a  loyal  soldier  of  the  revolution 
and  a  juilge  of  the  Su^jreme  Court  of  New 
Brunswick. 

He  was  born  on  INIay  4, 1802,at  Hammond, 
Kings  County,  N.  B.,  and  when  only  six 
years  of  age  his  father  died.  Mr.  Spencer 
Percival,  Chancellor  of  the  Kxcheqi.er,  took 
an  interest  in  the  boy  on  account  of  his 
warm  friendship  for  his  father  and  sent 
him  to  the  St.  John  (irammar  School  in 
1810  lo  be  educated  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Viets.  Bit  his  benefactor  died  and 
then  commenced  a  career  of  many  vic- 
issitudes. 

He  entered  a  druu:  stoi'c  ai>d  with  accus- 
tomed diligence  read  through  a  large  materia 
medica  preparatory  to  the  study  of  medicine. 
Then  lie  made  gi  raiigements  to  enter  the 
British  naval  sirvice  as  midshipman  under 
Captain  lily  the,  of  the  brig  Boxer.    But  the 
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Boxer  was  en;^aged  in  action  and  captured 
and  the  captain  shvin.  Following  this  the 
doctor  with  wliora  he  Iiad  been  studying 
died  and  lie  was  turned  upon  his  own  re- 
soui-ces. 

For  a  year  or  two  more  he  worked  upon 
a  farm  in  the  Annapolis  Valley  and  in  181G 
went  to  Bos-ton  and  entered  the  counting 
house  of  a  relative.  But  business  was  dis- 
tasteful and  after  a  yenr's  preparation  he 
entered  Harvard  in  1817.  Ilia  early  years 
were  thus  filled  with  a  varied  experience  in 
a  drug  store,  on  a  fnrm  and  in  a  counting 
house,  and  it  speaks  well  for  his  ability 
that  he  was  nevertheless  able,  in  spite  of 
the  loss  of  his  time  thus  employed,  to  pass 
the  severe  requirements  of  this  institution 
■\vhen  only  fifteen  years  of  age. 

During  his  course  he  added  another  to 
his  list  of  callin,  s  by  teaching  school  during 
the  vaoatiuiis.  In  a  cl::8s  of  brilliant  men, 
including  such  names  as  Kalph  \»'aldo 
Emerson  and  Joseph  Quincy,  he  gained 
second  standing.  At  graduation  in  1821  he 
entered  Cambridge  Theological  School  and 
completed  his  course  therein  1821. 

Tiie  years  of  preparation  being  thus  ended 
Ills  life  work  began  in  an  honored  profes- 
sion. He  occupied  the  pastorate  of  the 
First  Unitarian  Clitircli  at  Salem,  Aixss.  for 
twenty  yeais,  but  by  another  turn  of  for- 
tune's wheel  he  was  fcrced  to  take  up  a  new 
vucati:*?,  On  nccount  of  throat  troubles  he 
liad  to  resijiii  his  charge  in  1841  and  for  a 
year  he  edited  the  ''  Christian  Register." 
During  another  year  lie  was  employed  by 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  in 
placing  the  cause  of  education  before  the 
people. 

In  1852  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Salem, 
and  for  eleven  years,  from  1859  to  1860,  he 
devoted  his  attention  to  politics.  He  sat  in 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 
and  also  in  the  Senate  during  several  ses- 
sions and  was  for  two  years  a  Congressman 
during  the  exciting  period  just  previous  to 
the  civil  war.  His  public  life  was  an  active 
one;  his  published  speeches  and  reports 
were  numerous.  He  brought  about  some 
beneficial  veforms  in  education  and  during 
iiis  congressional  incunjoenoy  lie   worked 


zealously  in  behalf  of  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitute and  in  the  advocacy  of  a  national 
library. 

In  1800  he  abandoned  politics  and  de- 
voted the  remainder  of  his  days  to  literary 
and  historical  pursuits.  He  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Essex  Institute  and  he 
made  some  valuable  additions  to  New  Eng- 
land history,  chief  of  which  is  his  "Salem 
Witch criift,"  the  standard  bou'i  upon  that 
suly'ect.  His  works  number  about  thirty, 
consisting  principally  of  sermons,  speeches, 
reports,  orations,  biographies  and  histories. 

In  1826  he  married  a  sister  of  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes  and  had  fifteen  children, 
thirteen  of  whom  died.  His  death  occurred 
in  1875.  Just  afterward  news  came  of  his 
election  as  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Historical 
Society.

Heidelberg 

He  had  identified  himself  with  the 
temperance  movement  while  still  young 
and  he  now  devoted  himself  for  a  time 
entirely  to  that  agitation.  He  engaged 
in  an  extensive  lecturing  tour  througliout 
the  United  StatfrS  and  Canada  Up  also 
wrote  a  great  deal  on  the  subject  and 
edited  temperance  journals.  He  was 
honored  with  some  of  the  highest  po- 
sitions in  the  gift  of  the  several  temper- 
ance bodies. 

He  next  entered  politics  and  in  1882 
was  chosen  to  represent  Kings  county  in 
the  federal  parliament.

Chipman,  Hon.  Ward,  sr.,  was  one  of  the 
leading  public  men  of  the  province  during 
the  first  I'orty  yours  of  its  history.  From 
1785  to  1809  he  was  recorder  of  this  city  and 
surveyor-general  of  the  province.  In  the 
latter  year  lie  was  appointetl  lo  the  Supreme 
Court  and  sat  on  the  bench  until  his  death 
in  1824  in  his  70th  year.  He  also  received 
several  appointments  under  the  British 
government.  He  was  their  agent  before  ihe 
commission  to  determine  the  St.  Croix  of 
the  Treaty  of  1783,  filling  this  position  from 
1796  to  1798. 

He  was  a  most  successful  lawyer  and  in 
1800  he  was  engaged  in  a  case  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  in  which  the  legality  of  slavery 
was  tested.  He  was  i;ounsei  for  the  slave 
and  made  a  lengthy  address  in  his  behalf. 
The  bench  divided  and  no  judgment  was 
entered.  The  master  took  back  his  slave 
but  after  that  slave  property  depreciated. 
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Mr.  Chipman  also  hal  correspondence  with 
Chief  Justice  Blowers  of  Nova  Scotia  on 
the  subject  of  slavery.  The  c;iiiipilation 
given  herewith  gives  the  former's  opiuion 
among  the  others  and  the  pamphlet  is  one 
of  the  most  valuable  ever  published  iu  the 
province  and  is  extremely  rare.

Smith,  Geo.  \'.,  was  a  writer  of  sr  me  dis- 
tinction anil  in  his  work  covered  a  \  Je  field 
of  subjects.  He  was  born  in  F^dinburgh, 
Scotland,  in  1789  and  had  a  tborouxh 
cliv*sical  and  mathematical  education.  Ii^arly 
in  the  century  he  came  to  this  province  and 
became  connected  with  the  surveyor's  office 
at  F>edericton.  Among  his  first  contribu- 
tions to  the  press  of  this  province  was  an 
article  advocating  railway  connection  with 
Quebec.  This  article  was  published  in  the 
principal  newspapers  of  Canada,  Nova 
Scotia,  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia 
with  commendatory  editorial  articles. 

It  met  with  such  r.p|_)roval  that  the  people 
of  Charlotte  coimty  appointed  him  to  make 
a  reconnaisance  of  the  location  of  a  line 
from  St.  Andrews  to  Quebec.  This  he  was 
able  to  do,  as  he  was  a  surveyor  and  civil 
engineer,  and  his  report  was  forwarded  to 
tiie  legislature  and  executive  council  and 


sent  by  the  government  to  the  British 
cabinet.  The  latter  granted  ten  thousand 
poun<l8  from  the  casual  and  territorial 
revenue  of  this  province  to  be  expended  in 
locating  the  line  and  appointed  Capt.  Yule 
to  conduct  the  survey. 

In  183.S  Mr.  Smith  founded  the  St.  An- 
drew's Standard  and  edited  and  published 
it  for  about  five  years  when  he  removed  to 
St  John.  This  paper  was  continuetl  by  his 
son,  Mr.  A.  W.  Smith,  for  over  forty  years 
until  1881  when  he  sold  out.  At  the  age  of 
about  ()5  Mr  Smith  died  in  1854. 

His  first  literary  production  appeared  in 
Blackwood's  Magazine  while  the  celebrated 
"Chris  North"  was  its  chief  writer.  He 
wrote  f(»r  the  New  York  Albion  a  series 
of  articles  on  Aurics,  the  Influence  of  the 
Moon  on  the  Tides,  and  other  scientific  sub- 
jects. Dr.  Bartlett,  the  editor  of  that  paper, 
offered  him  the  position  of  assistant  editor 
but  he  did  not  accept  as  he  was  then  in 
government  employ  in  this  province.  He 
also  wrote  for  the  St.  John  Courier,  the 
New  Ilrunswicker  and  other  local  papers. 

By  the  slatemeuls  of  bis  writings  already 
given  and  by  the  enumeration  below  of 
books  which  he  published  it  will  be  seen 
that  his  tastes  aail  his  scholarship  were 
varied.  He  seemed  to  be  (pjite  at  home  in 
classical,  nialhematical,  ecommiic  and  de- 
scriptive work  and  also  assumed  the  role  of 
playwright  and  translator.
